Why is it “idle” and why is it “fol- 
ly’ to state a fact which every day’s 
report abundantly sustains? e 
reousic halis, as a rule, address their 
performances to the lower order of 
public taste, and by numerous expe- 
dients of grossiy sensual ministraton 
they allure the multiture, diverting its 
attention from siich forms of enter- 
tainment as are calculated to improve 
judgment, clarify mentality, and ele- 
vate the general tone of popular 
thought ani feeling. The lower order 
of taste is the easiest to please. The 
music- halls attr&ct the larger crowds. 
The competition of the vaudeville the- 
which are music halls under 
another name, has radically modified 
the managerial policy of the money- 
grubbers, who now possess almost ex- 
clusive control of the reguiar stage, 
causing them to introduce music hall 
performances, under various names, 
upon the regular stage, instead of the 
veritable, essential drama to which it 
ought ever to be scrupulously de-* 
voted. Not that the regular stage 
should be inhibited from presenting 
light, cheerful entertainment. Good 
farce, good burlesque. good extrava- 

anza, musical and verbal, come legit- 
mately within the province of the 
theater. But if there were no music 
ralis to provide gaudy shows, trash, 
vulgarity, tinkle and _ prattle, and if 
there were no Dolphins to vulgarize 
the stage by substituting for the 
drama such stuff as: “The Moulin 
Rouge” and “The Lady from Lobster 
Square,” the people, for the most part, 
would seek the regular theater for 
their “amusement,” and they would 
geek that theater to the advantage of 
the institution and to their own ben- 
efit. As matters now stand the vaude- 
ville theater is largely prevalent and 
very prosperous, and almost every 
week brings information of resort to 
the music hall, as a means of liveli- 
hood, of able and distinguished mem- 
bers of the dramatc profession, hith- 
erto long identified with the regular 
stage. nder these circumstances— 
the music hal] growing stronger and 
the theater growing weaker—it would 
seem to be both “idle’’ and “folly” to 
affir that ‘‘the enormous popularity 
of the music hall entertainment and 
the musical comedies have nothing to 
do with decadence of the drama.” At 
the time of this writing, Mr. Robert- 
son, by reference to the Sunday news- 
papers, could see that a current per- 
formance at one of the leading reg- 
ular theaters of America, the Lyric, in 
New York, a theater controlled by one 
of the two dominant’ syndicates of 
this country, is advertised, and with- 
out a word of protest from actors 
against the vulgarity, as “Naughty but 
‘Nice.’—William Winter, in arper’s 
Weekly.

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Now the Greatest 
Living Chinaman

London, December 10.—When_ the 
Crown Prince of Germany reaches 
China toward the end of December, 
We may see a new turn of the wheel 
of fortune for the greatest living 
Chinaman. Presumably at his astute 
father’s suggestion, the prince has 
made a commotion in China by sending 
word on in advance that he would like 
to meet, among others, Yuan Shi-kai. 
Of course, his royal highness knew 
well enough that this statesman was 
not only practically an exile from po- 
litical life, but also that he would be 
put to death tomorrow if Prince Chun, 
regent of China, dared give the order. 

Periodically since the end of 1908 
there have been rumors of the ap- 
proaching recall of Yuan Shi-kai, and 
within .the past few months they have 
increased in volume. But the intrigues 
of the present court are very obscure, 
and it is not known who it is at 
Peking who wants him back. Cer- 
tainly it is not Prince Chun, though 
he may be forced by circumstances to 
consent to a recall. Nor is it the 
prince’s wife, who is credited with 
aspirations toward the regency herself 
in place of her husband, and whose 
clique is known to be unfriendly to 
the ex-viceroy. Nor, again, is it the 
Young China party, who can never 
forget what Yuan did in 1898. If Yuan 
has a bitter enemy, it is Kang Yu-wei, 
the inspirer of the reform program; 
and Kang, though he still remains un- 
der the sentence of attainder which 
Tze-hi pronounced against him, keeps 
up his communications with Young 
China from the safe distance of his 
Place of exile, which varies from 
America to the colonial possessions of 
Great Britain. “Yuan Shi-kai is still 
out of the question,” said a prominent 
reformer the other day. 


Unwilling to Go Back. 


Moreover, Yuan professes himself 
unwilling to go back. He is reported 
to have sent the following message re- 
cently to the cabinet at Peking: “The 
amalgamation of Korea with Japan 
(Yuan was once specially interested in 
Korea) ought to be a grave warning 
to us. Even if the greatest diplomatic 
abllity were available, that position is 
now irrecoverable, and I fear no power 
of man can turn aside the will of 
heaven. . Possibly you may be able to 
succeed yourselves, but I from this 
day onward never wish to say another 
word.” 

Now, Yuan Shi-kai has long been 
called by westerners China’s most 
Machiavellian statesman. Are we now 
to believe that he is merely an Achilles 
sulking in his tent? Or, when he re- 
sponds to overtures for hig return with 
the remark, “No, my leg is still un- 
cured,” is he merely trying to force 
the regent to ask him, point-blank, to 
come back at his own price? 

If the latter is the explanation of 
his attitude, it is at least conceivable 
that the German Crown Prince’s wish 
to meet Yuan Shi-kai may afford a 
decent pretext for the restoration to 
power of a level-headed reformer, an 
untainted financier, and a man fully 
alive to his country’s military needs. 
Apart from what his own countrymen 
may think of him, there is no doubt 
that every true friend of China in 
America and Europe will welcome 
Yuan's return to office. whether it be 
in his old vice-regal yamen at Tien- 
tsin or in the waiwupu, the foreign 
office at Peking. Now that his use of 
doubtful means to attain his ends has 
been condoned, and his trimming pol- 
icy has been understood through a 
recognition of the immensely difficult 
position of China with regard to the 
outer world, Yuan Shi-kai has a hold 
upon us which no slander of his ene- 
mies can shake. 

The crown prince of Germany, now 
on his way east for purposes which 
are said to be purely educational, not 
political, fs to follow in the footsteps 
of his unclé, Prince Henry of Prussia, 
twelve years ago, in visiting the capi- 
tal of the Celestial Empire. Prince 
Henry was allowed to break all prece- 
dents when he was received in audi- 
ence not only by the emperor, but also 
by the empress dowager, who up to 
that moment had never looked upon 
a white man’s face except through 
the peacock screen behind the impe- 
rial throne in the hall of audience. 
The crown prince will be received by 
the present regent ands will, no doubt, 
meet some of the members of the im- 
perial family and all the great min- 
isters of state. But what prompts the 
crown prince to make that embar- 
rassing retjjuest for the production of 
Yuan Shi-kai? 

Good Reason for Curiosity. 

The kaiser’s son has a good reason 
for his curiosity, if it is that motive 
which actuates him. Since the death 
nine years ago of the gigantic Li 
Hung Chang—gigantic both mentally 
and physically—there has been no Chi- 
nese who can dispute the title of 
greatest of his countrymen with Yuan 
Shi-kai. The old empress dowager, it 
is true, was called “the greatest wom- 


an in China,” and with good Feasen, | 
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Yuan Shi-Kai, greatest living Chinaman. 


——— 


but then she was not Chinese; she was 
Manchu, in spite of all legends to the 
contrary. Yuan, on the other hand, 
ig pure-blooded Chinese, a native of 
the province of Honan. Born in a 
humble rank of life,- having been a 
mere coolie’s son, according to report, 
he passed all his examinations with 
credit (indeed, he has the reputation 
of being a good scholar, though he 
knows no language except his native 
tongue), and has helped to prove that 
there is no more genuinely demo- 
cratic country in the world than China 
by rising to the very top of the tree 
and accumulating such a wealth of 
honors that at one period in his life 
he asked to be allowed to resign a 
number of them, with valuable sala- 
ries attached to them, because he 
could not see how he was to perform 
all his duties at one and the same 
time. This is Yuan Shi-kai all over. 

It is not very rare for a Chinese 
by a combination of literary ability 
and personal courage, or even by lit- 
erary ability alone, to ascend from a 
very low to a very high position in 
life. But Yuan has beaten all records 
by the extent of his ris@ and by the | 
depth of the impression which he has 
succeeded in making on foreigners in 
the course of-his success. Not that he, 
has invariably commended himself by 
his actions to western observers. It 
was about twenty-eight years ago 
that he first attracted their attention 
to himself when, as Chinese resident 
at the court of Korea, he arranged 
@ neat plot to kidnap the troublesome 
ex-regent, father of the king. This 
foreign-hating old gentleman was not 
deserving of much sympathy from 
either Americans or Europeans, but 
the way in which he was inveigled 
on board a Chinese warship on the 
pretext of a luncheon party and then 
shipped off to China as a prisoner 
struck those who looked on as par- 
ticularly treacherous. 

Opposed the Japanese. 


however, redeemed his char- 
acter in western eyes four years 
later by some courageous opposition 
to the Japanese, whereby the islanders 
were for a number of years frustrated 
in their designs on the integrity of 
Korea; and his rise to power after 
this was watched with benevolent 
eyes. As he came more and more in 
contact with foreigners in his various 
posts, they found him frank—not to 
say free and easy, for his manners 
were, somewhat plebeian, like those: 
of his friend and patron, Li Hung 
Chang—very open to reason, thorough- 
ly educated in the Chinese sense, but 
not at all hostile to innovations, and 
far more amiable. toward missiona- 
ries than the great majority of Chi- 
ense officials. Moreover, they saw 
that he had financially clean hands, a 
sadly uncommon trait in the manda- 
rin class. So they began to expect 
that in the shaping of his country’s 
ends his influence would be wholly for 
good. 

A grievous blow was apparently 
dealt to these hopes in 1898. When 
the luckless Emperor Kwanghsu was 
allowed by his mighty aunt and moth- 
er by adoption to ascend the throne, 
he was compelled to leave still in her 
hands the disposal of the high offices. 
But among those upon whom she be- 
stowed her favor, Yuan Shi-kai was

spring of conduct, Kwanghsu so far 
forgot his duty toward his adopted 
mother as to plan her imprisonment. 
So Yuan had abundant justification, 
from the purely Chinese point of view, 
in electing to sacrifice the emperor to 
the empress dowager. j 
Profuse In Her Gratitude. 

Her imperial majesty was profuse in 
her gratitude to her preserver. Not 
even his aloofness at the Boxer period 
counted against him. Indeed when 
Tze-hi recovered her senses and threw 
over the “Righteous Harmony Fists,” 
she doubtless thanked Yuan for help- 
ing to save China from dismember- 
ment. From 1901 onward his record 
was one of extraordinary honors, and 
five years later he held so many posts 
that he tried to get rid of some of 
them, bringing in $100,000 a year, in 
order to devote himself to his. duties 
as Viceroy of Chihli and head of the 
northern army and navy. But still 
the dowager heaped rewards upon him. 
On her 73d birthday she presented him 
with the decoration of the Three-eyed 
|\Peacock Feather. The magnificent 
Yellow Riding Jacket had already long 
been his. Never had any Chinese ex- 
cept Yuan’s own first patron Li Hung- 
j}chang recefved such an accumulation 
of honors. 

But Nemesis was waiting for the 
dowager’s favorite statesmen. The 
emperor had never forgiven him for 
treachery to him. Oftentimes, it is 
said, he told the few of whom he was 
able to make confidants how he looked 
forward to the day of reckoning with 
Yuar Shi-kKai. And the emperor had ~ 
brother, the present Regent Chun, wnNo 
was known to be in thorough sympa- 
thy with him. 

The dowager had married Chun to 
her grand-niece, daughter of Yunglu, 
and on her beg of sickness designated 
their infant son as heir to the throne, 
with Chun as prince regent. Then 
came the intensely dramatic deaths of 
emperor and empress dowager, within 
a day of one another. What was to 
happen to Yuan? Prince Chun dis- 
closed his hand at once. Scarcely had 
the double death taken place when he 
struck his blow. He dared not take 
more violent measures, because of the 
estezm in which the great viceroy wag 
held both,at home and abroad. Pro- 
fessing much concern, however, for 
an attack of rheumatism of the leg 
from which Yuan was suffering he put 
him on sick leave from all his posts. 
_Yuan wert back to his mative Honan, 
and has remained there ever since. 
Chun had avenged his brother.

thought to be one whom the emperor 
could trust. And Kwanghsu trusted 
him. Early in 1898 Yuan was made 
commander of China’s northern army, 
a post for which he was eminently 
fitted by his honest finance and en- 
lightened notions as to the superiority 
of Puropean drill over Chinese mili- 
tary methods. His headquarters be- 
ing at Tientsin, it was thought he 
would be excellent counterpoise to 
Yunglu, the dowager’s handsome and 
eble nephew, who was now viceroy of 
the metropolitan province and honor- 
ary commander-in-chief of the north- 
é¢rn army. The dowager herself had 
this idea in her head when she gave 
Yuan his command, for she was afraid 
to allow even her beloved nephew 
unfettered power. In fact, 
was pleased with the appointment 
except perhaps Yunglu. 

To the emperor, bent on forcing 
through the most extensive scheme of 
reforms ever attempted in a space of 
three months, Yuan seemed a provi- 
dential ally. He confided to him the 
carrying out of the military part of 
his program, while the legislative part 
was looked after by himself and Kang 
Yu-wel—who has since become a fa- 
miliar. figure after his forced flight 
from China. 


Emperor Betrayed. 


Yuan was instructed to seize and 
execute Yunglu and to make a pris- 
oner of the empress dowager in her 
summer palace outside Peking. What 
followed is too well known to need 
re-telling. The emperor was  be- 
trayed and found himself where he 
had intended to place his aunt, in a 
gilded prison. From it he never 
really emerged again during the re- 
maining ten years of his existence. 

That a great outcry should have 
gone up against the traitor, both 
among the Chinese reformers and 
among their foreign sympathizers, is 
not to be wondered at. When they 
saw Yuan promoted to the offices of 
vice president of one of the Peking 
boards and acting viceroy of Chihli 
they denounced him vigorously as 
one who had sold his master for base 
reward. : 

Nevertheless, as time went on, for- 
eigners at least were obliged to re- 
vise again their estimate of the astute 
Yuan. He continued to be fair and 
friendly to them and ane excellent 
wielder of authority over his country- 
men. Then came the Boxer agita- 
tion, when he proved himself a fear- 
less enemy of the fanatics. Made 
governor of the province of Shantung, 
a hotbed of Boxerism, he had some of 
the leaders shot in the courtyard of 
his residence, in order to give a prac- 
tical test of their claims to invulner- 
ability. and when the dowager’s “was 
against the world” broke out he 
ranged himself on the side of the 
Yangtse viceroys and a few others in 
preventing the spread of the fighting. 
Since then he has never forfeited the 
regard of the west, which indeed he 
most thoroughly deserved. 

Were foreigners justified, 
charging him with treachery? In the 
case of the ex-Regent of Korea, 
though his kidnapping scheme was not 
such as moralists could approve, he 
undoubtedly removed a troublesome 
intriguer, without bloodshed,- from the 
scene of his intrigues and kept the 
peace in Korea at a time of great tur- 
moil.

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LONDON IS BEING | 
BY THE WEIRD ART OF PARIS 


NVADED 


London, December. 10.—London is at 
present enjoying an artistic thrill and 
isn’t quite sure whether it likes the 
sensation or not. The thrill is caused 
by an exhibition in the Grafton Galler- 
ies of the work of Manet and the other 
artists of th2 post-impressionist school 
which is so familiar in Paris. but which 
until now has not been seen On this 
side of the channel. 

The first impression that the ordina- 
ry man gets on entering the gallery is 
that he is viewing the artistic output 
of the inmates .of a lunatic asvlum, 
Weirdly contorted shapes, depicted in 
colors that never existed in nature, 
cover the canvases which adorn the 
walls. Women, unusually more un- 
dressed than is comfortable for the 
British eye, pose in attitudes that no 
anatomist can explain, while purple 
and blue trees spring from situations 
in which no self-respecting tree could 
maintain itself. And W0e betide the 
unskilled amateur who attempts to 
examine the picture at close quarters. 
He will see nothing but @ mass of 
meaningless smudges and splashes of 
crude color, or perhaps @ neat checker 
board pattern of little squares of red, 
Dlue, yellow and green, which seem 
to have been laid on with a putty knife. 
Viewed at a distance these squares 
blend into a picture which one often 
can recognize as a portrayal of some- 
thing that really exists in nature. 

In what I have said so far I have 
expressed the view of the ordinary 
Philistine, the man in the street, who 
doesn’t understand the technicalities of 
art, and is interested in pictures only 
so far as they appeal to his sense of 
the decorative or of the photographic. 
But to anyone who knows even @ little 
of the technique of painting these 
works really are marvels of artistic 
craftsmanship. They all possess in 
common the quality which has been 
described as “divisionism,” br which 
it is meant that the painters employ 
chiefly the primary colors and that each 
color is laid on separately, the artist 
depending for his drawing and value 
on the effect of distance and light. 
Even a layman can understand how 
sure of his technique a man must be 
when he is laying on these dabs of 
color which, viewed at close quarters, 
are only dabs, but which, six feet away, 

into a, picture. 
ge is the only quality which can be 
said to be common to them all. Each 
artist has adopted a different style and 
a different conceptilon of his art. The 
underlying idea is that true art does 
not depict things as they really gre, 
but as they appear to the individuai 
at the moment. This may account for 
the purple trees arid blue grass and 
for some of the weird contortions of 
the human body. But one pities the 
man who sees things as some of these 

ct them. 

eae se pictures look like the 
unformed drawings of clever children, 
and, indeed, this is one of the quali- 
ties claimed for them. It is asserted 
that the child sees things as they 
really are, and not as they are con- 


jonally imagined to be. 
ae ciesered now on view in Eng- 
land are not a patch on those which 
one may see twice a year in Paris at 
the Salon 4’Automne and the Salon des 


Independantes. English public opinion 
omten’t stand tur most of these. The 


French seem to tolerate anything 


‘which bears tne name of art, but seri- 


ous artists in Paris are beginning to 
protest against the license allowed to 
persons whose only aim is,to attract 
public attention by weird gensational- 
ism or by outraging all the decencies. 

One of the high priests in the new 
movement in Paris is Henri Mattisse, 
In the Salon d’Automne this year he 
has two canvases which arrest atten- 
tien as soon as one enters the exhibi- 
tion. They are huge paintings depict- 
ing a group of red devils dancing on 
a black background. The anatomy of 
the figures may be all right in the 
place where devils come from, but no 
one could identify the figures on Mat- 
tisse’s canvases as man, woman or 
beast. The red is of the crudest qual- 
ity, without the slightest attempt to 
render value or light and shade effects, 
and I couldn't find anyone in Paris 
who would attempt to explain what 
the paintings mean. It is whispered 
that Mattisse himself doesn’t know: 
Many of the other’ pictures in the 
Salon d’Automne won't bear descrip- 
tion. 

It mus: not be forgotten, however, 
that among the impressionists and 
post-impressionists and all the other 
subdivisions of this school there are 
many earnest artists who are trying to 
render nature as they see it, in a new 
way, and their pictures are worth go- 
ing a long way to see. They are a wel- 
come rélic¢g from the formal drawing 
and precise coloring of the academic 
school.

Railway Files Brief in 
Case Brought by Fruit 


Exchange. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, December 10.—(Special.) 
The brief of the Southern railway, 
filed today with the interstate com- 
merce commission in the case brought 
by the Gorgia Fruit Exchange, to se- 
cure the less than minimum of weight 
per car of peaches than igs now re- 
quired, sets forth that the rates 
charged and minimum fixed have a dl- 
rect relation with one another and are 
reasonable and, in fact, low. 

The Georgia Fruit Exchange, through 
Manager Fleming, in its brief, said 
that in order to make up the present 
minimum required, 22,600 pounds, it 
Was necessary to load 635 crates of 
peaches on a car, five tiers deep, and 
that it was impossible to refrigerate 
more than four tiers. 

The defendant railway states that 
the real purpose of complainants is to 
obtain a carload minimum that will 
enabbe the peach growers’ organiza- 
tion to ship small cars to about 200 
towns that do not now receive any 
peaches direct. 

In the exhaustive brief, which con- 
tains 131 printed pages, and a number 
of half-tone plates and colored prints, 
the statement is made: 

Instructions Responsible for Losses. 

“No notice was given the carriers, or 
the Armour car lines, that any change 
would be made in loading fruit, and on 
July 7, 1910, just a few days previous 
to the biggest week ever known in the 
Georgia fruit business, Manager Flem- 
ing, of the Georgia Fruit Exchange, i6- 
sued bulletins instructing the growers 
to load only four tiers high. These 
instructions were followed, and made 
necessary a 16 per cent increase in the 
number of cars, and was undoubtedly 
partly responsible for the heavy losses 
in 1910.” 

The brief also charges the growers 
with failure to properly pre-cool their 
fruit. and says much damage is daue 
to failure to spray fruit. Vice Presi- 
dent Winburn, of the Central railway, 
is quoted as saying: 

Peach Crop a Volcano, 

‘T think we are always on a vol- 
cano, toto speak, when we make prep- 
arations for the peach crop. We have 
found it very difficult in the past to 
gauge the supply of cars properly, and 
to get them where they are wanted. 
If they are a day late they might just 
as well be a week late.” 

That the Georgia peach traffic is 
“the most expensive traffic handled by 
any through freight service of which 
I have any knowledge. and likewise 
the most hazardous traffic,” is a state- 
ment quoted from L. Green’s testimony 
in the Berckmans case. 

The defendant companies state that 
their refrigerator cars are the best 
and most modern; that the top tier of 
fruit is as well refrigerateg as the otn- 
ers,andthat any damage en-transit is 
not due to insuffictent refrigeration, 
but in spite of the best refrigeration, 
and is caused by “improper culture. 
improper handling, improper prepara- 
tion for shipment and diseases natural 
to the peach.”

WILL REACH $7,000,000 


Representative Mann Suggests 
igher Rate Than at 
Proposed by Taft. 


Washington, December 10.—Chair- 
man Mann, of the house committee on 
interstate commerce, conferred with 
President Taft today on the question of 
imposing tolls on vessels passing 
through the Panama canal. 

The question may be discussed at a 
meeting of the house committee on 
interstate commerce next Tuesday, and 
a bill may be framed by Mr. Mann 
embodying the legislation deemed néc- 
essary. 

The president has recommended a 
charge of 1 a net ton. It is estimated

But Germany Promises 
to Crowd Nation to 


Third Place. 


Washington, December 
United States closes another year in 
second place among the world’s naval 
powers. The great navy-building race 
between Germany and Great Britain 
has not yet brought the former coun- 
try up to the United States in the 
number of battleships afloat, but in 
Ships projected and in the total num- 
ber of war vessels of all kinds, Ger- 
many will crowd the United States to 
third place. 

These facts are shown in the new 
navy year book, prepared by Pittman 
Pulsifer, clerk to the senate commit- 
tee on naval affairs. 

“In completed tonnage,” says Mr. 
Pulsifer, “the United States is ahead 
of Germany. In battleships completed, 
both in number and displacement, the 
United States leads Germany. Includ- 
ing battleships completed, under con- 
struction and provided for, the number 
of each country is identical, while the 
United States exceeds Germany in to- 
tal battleship tonnage.” 

The compilations of Mr. 
shows the world powers to rank 
follows as to completed ships: 

How Nations Rank. 

Great Britian, United States, Ger- 
many, France, Japan, Russia, Italy. 

In the “Dreadnought” type, under 
which is placed armored cruisers as 
well] as the newer battleships, the 
fierce race between England and Ger- 
many is most clearly shown. At pres- 
ent the floating navies of the three 
leading powers contain dreadnought 
type vessels as follows: 

England 11, with displacement of 
203,100 tons; United States 4, displace- 
ment 72,000; Germany 4, displacement 
72,000. 

The year book shows that when’ves- 
sels now being constructed and those 
for which funds have been provided 
are completed, the dreadnough 
strength of the three countries will be: 

England 27, with displacement of 
558,900 tons Germany 17, displacement 
357,000; United States 10, displacement 
221,650 tons.

Nothing Heard of Vessel 
Since She Left New Or- 
leans October 11. 


New York, December 10—A new 
name has been added to the list of 
vessels mysteriously lost at sea. The 
name of the steamer ArkKadia, of the 
New York and Porto Rico Navigation 
Company, has just been added to the 
New York maritime exchange’s post- 
ed catalogue of “missing” ships, and, 
as seamen well know, the entry of a 
name there means that all hope for 
her had been abandoned. 

It is supposed that the Arkadia 
went down in a “hurricane which 
swept the gulf and the Atlantic off 
the southern coast last October. She 
was a 300-foot stee] steamer, schoon- 
er rigged, built in England in 1895, 
and considered able to outlive the 
strongest seas and winds. Nothing 
has been heard of her since she left 
New Orleans, October 11, bound for 
San Juan. 

The only person who retains any 
hope that the missing ship may yet 
be found is the wife of Captain Rich- 
ard Griffiths.

KILLED IN FLORIDA 


Corbin Was Wanted in His 
Home Town for Assault 
on Whole Family. 


Swainsboro, Ga., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The remains of Felix Corbin, 
who was murdered at Milton, Fla.. day 
before yesterday, arrived at Oak 
Park, in this county, last night, and 
will be interred in the family burying 
ground near the old Corbin homestead 
today. 

Many rumors are current as the 
way that Corbin came to his death. 
The most authentic report is that 
Corbin was at his home when he was 
called to the door, and, under cover 
of darkness, a volley of shots was fired 
at him, one. of them striking him and 
producing death. Another report is 
that he was shot down by the sheriff 
of Santa Rosa county in an attempt 
to arrest him. 

It will. be remembered that Corbin. 
who was a former resident of this 
county, was wanted here for assault 
and battery on the persons of Mr. and 
Mrs. G. A, Thompson and their young 
daughter. Sheriff Fields, after con- 
siderable trouble, located him in Flor- 
ida, and with requisition papers went 
to Santa Rosa county to get Corbin 
and bring him back to this county for 
trial.

Corbin refused to come, and under a 
writ, of habeas corpus, was given a 
i The result of this proceed- 
he gave Corbin his freedom.

Un. FLEWELLEN DIES; 
A RAILROAD PIONEER 


Had Filled Many Positions 


of Trust and Honor in 


Georgia. 


The Rock, Ga., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dr. Edward A. Flewellen died 
here at his home last night, and with 
his passing goes one of the most prom- 
inent men the state has produced. 

He was born in Warren county on 
September 17, 1819, and, therefore, 
was in his ninety-second year. He 
was educated at Randolph-Macon col-

March 18, 1851. For several years he | 
practiced medicine and surgery in Up- | 
Son county, with his home at Thomas- | 
ton, Ga. | 
Dr. Flewellen enlisted in a company | 
from the town of Thomaston early in 
1861, and on May 16 was commission- 
ed as surgeon of the Fifth Georgia 
regiment, C. S. A., with the rank of 
major. His first service was rendered 
at Fort Barancas and Fort Pickens, 
Fla. In the summer of 1862 he was 
announced by General Bragg in gen- 
eral orders as medical director of the 
department of the army of Tennessee, 
and ordered to report to headquar- 
ters, then near Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
to relieve Medical Director Foard, who 
was transferred to the staff of Genera] 
J. E. Johnston. 

On July 2 of that year, Chief Sur- 
geon Flewellen, by order of General 
Johnston, was made inspector of hos- 
pitals, which position he filled until 
the close of the war. He was paroled 
in Macon, Ga., May 18, 1865. 

Dr. Flewellen had served his county 
and state in the legislature with great 
acceptability to his constituents be- 
fore the war. In 1877 he was elected 
a member of the Georgia constitution- 
al convention. 

On January 30, 1872, Dr. Flewellen 
was commissioned by Governor James 
M. Smith as superintendent of public 
works of Georgia; and in 1874 was put 
by Governor Smith in charge of the 
North and South railroad and of the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad. While 
in charge of the latter a report was 
made to the governor which caused a 
repeal of the joint resolution passed by 
the legislature August 14, 1872, and 
thus saved the state $600,000, with 
several years’ interest. 

Soon after the Macon and Bruns- 
wick railroad was sold by the state, 
Dr. Flewellen was put in charge of 
and Western railroad, 
which was extended from Goodwater 
to Birmingham, Ala. After some 
months he was relieved from the man- 
agement of the Columbus and Western 
railroad and returned to Upson coun- 
ty, undisturbed by any official duties 
except six years’ service as county 
commissioner of Upson county, and 
two years’ service as state senator in 
1896 and 1897, and several years’ serv- 
ice as president of the Upson county f 
railroad. 

In addition to the many positions 
of honor and trust which Dr. Flewel- 
len has filled, both as a military and 
civil officer, he was also adjutant 
general of the state, having been suc- 
ceeded by Adjutant General John A. 
Stephens. At the time of his death 
as a recognition of his  splendjd 
achievements as a railroad buiMer 
and manager, he was president of the 
Upson County railroad, purely as a 
compliment to the man. 

He never sought office without suc- 
cess, and the people who knew him 
always held him in the greatest es- 
teem. When the war closed, like every 
other man of prominence in the serv- 
ice of the confederacy, he came out 
of the conflict with no means, and a 
badly impaired constitution. He quick- 
ly began to become a figure in a busi- 
ness way and soon amassed a compe- 
tency which he never hesitated to us¢ 
in a benevolent manner with numbers 
of people who were deserving of his 
aid. He leaves a considerable estate 
to his nearest relatives, who are niecs 
and nephews living in Virginia and 
Texas. He leaves several cousins in 
this state, some of whom are R. T. and 
G. OQ. Persons, of Forsyth: Mrs. Susie 
O. Brown and family, of Fort Val- 
ley; the family of G. A. Weaver, of 
Thomaston; Mrs. Bell, of Thomaston, 
and Mrs. Drake. of Macon. Dr. Flew- 
ellen never married. His health has 
always been of the best since the war. 
and being a man of sober habits, he 
preserved a wonderful amount of 
physical energy which manifested it- 
self up to three days before he took 
his bed that resulted tn his death. The 
immediate cause of his death was 
pneumonia. 

His remains will be interred in his 
own burying ground in the Thomas- 
ton cemetery on next Sunday.

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MUTINGUS NAVY 
AGAIN. SUBDUED 


Brazilian Mutineers Lose 
200 in Killed and 
Wounded. 


Rio Janeiro, December 10.—After a 
severe artillery engagement, which 
lasted throughout the entire day, the 
mutinous naval battalion on Cobra 
Island, surrendered at 11 o’clock to- 
night. The rebels were almost annihi- 
lated by the fire from the land batter- 
les and two Brazilian warships, losing 
more than 200 killed and wounded. 

The seditious movement, it is be- 
lieved has now been completely 
throttled, but the senate, despite the 
opposition of Ruy Barbosa, the former 
president of that body, voted to de- 
clare a state of siege for thirty days. 
The mutineers on the island captured 
their officers and sent them to the 
mainland last night. The scout ship 
Rio Grande De Sul joined in the rising, 
but the mutinous sailors were finally 
subdued by their officers and a portion 
of the local garrison that remained 
faithful. At 5:30 o’clock this morning 
the guns of the land batteris were 
trained on the island, which lies in the 
bay of Rio Janeiro, only a short dis- 
tance from the city, and oppos&e the 
marine arsenal. 

A heavy fire was directed against the 
rebels for five hours. Then a white 
flag appeared and it was believed that 
the rebels were ready to surrender, 
but they asked only for an armistice 
probably for the purpose of removing 
the dead and injured. 

The bombardment of the island 
ceased for an hour, being renewed at 
11 o’clock. Two land batteries and 
two loyal warships took part in the 
bombardment and the artilery duel 
continued with great violence until 3:30 
o’cleck this afternodn. A number of 
people were killed along the shore 
and in adjoining streets. 

The fight against mutineers on the 
Rio Grande De Sul lasted three hours 
and among the killed was one officer. 
Small bands of the rebellic¢ &, sailors 
from the cruisers climbed inté launch- 
es af:.d drew near the front of the 
Palacio Cattete, but they were forced 
to retire.

FOOTBALL RULES LIKELY TO 
UNDERGO BUT FEW CHANGES 


Joach Heisman of Tech Believes Rule-Makers Will Tinker 
But Little With Game as It Is—Some 
Probable Changes Outlined.

The season/of 1910, with all its games, 
crouches and glory, having now been 
safely tucked away within the archives 
devoted thereto, we may now take up 
the thread again of wh&t ought to be 
and try to figure out what kind of 
game we will see on the _ gridiron 
within another nine months. 


@ I shall dwell put preny upon tne 


question of whether the game of 1910 
has beén a success. Those who wish 
io believe it hag been will do so, any- 
way, while tke contrary-minded will, 
no doubt, cling as tenacioush®as ever 
to their own views, no she what 
thig writer or that one opines. But to 
the great host of neutral fans—those 
who take no positive position on the 
question, it must be apparent that 
there there is practically no “hullabo- 
loo” as an aftermath this fall, as com- 
pared with what we have heard in 


past seasons; and this we may take in 


some diegree as an indication of the 
way the wind is blowing. 

It is |true a number of participants 
have been killed this fall again, and 
no doubt there will be others to get 
killed in future, as long as the game is 
played, just as there will be in any 
Other active outdoor games under the 
“un. But t deaths have been fewer, 
and there ifave been practically none 
onthe best-trained teams—-those 
which have the advantage of being 
able tag employ competent physical 
trainers, so that, apparently, what 
drawbacks the present game presents 
in the way of danger can be overcome, 
which could not well have been said of 
the old game of 1909 and earlier. 


Better for Spectators, 


No question abeut it, the new game’ 


has been more interesting to the 
average spectator, for the simple ree- 
gon that the diminished penalty. on 
forward passes has opened up the 
game fn this department much more 
than eWer before. Then, again, all 
teams have now-——after several years’

back, or can learn enough “new stuff” 
within one week of practice (under the 
latitude permitted by the modern game 
and its rules) to completely flabbergast 
an opponent when the match gets well 
started. 

Such being the case, it’sn ot nearly 
of so much value to send out scouts 
as formerly. The best that can be 
done is to coach a team by careful in- 
Struction along the line of general 
principles—at least, when it comms to 
defensive work, and seeing that the 
men get enough hard practice to en- 
sure their knowing how to apply those 
principles when the time comes. 


Few Changes to Be Made. 


Many have asked me whether I have 
any changes to suggest to the rules 
committee for next year, and whether 
I think there will be many changes. 
z e answer to both these questions 18 
No. 

Here in the south, as well as else- 
where in the country, I think, every- 
body is pretty well satisfied with the 
ame as it now stands. To be sure 
there wll always be a minor point or 
two for*us to grumble about, but there 
will be no such wholesale changes as 
have characterized the work of the 
rules committee in years past. 


That 20-Yard Zone. 


Some of the big teams of the east, 
and one or two in the south as well, 
would prefer to see the 20-yard zone 
which marks the long limit of forward 
passes and the short limit of onside 
kicks done away with entirely; and it 
would not surprise me if this were 
done. The result would be to give tne 
offense more advantage, of course. 
Princeton especially wants this. 

Pennsylvania wants the rule forbid- 
ding “hiking’’ changed to the extent 
of permitting at least one man of the 
offensive team to help the runner. This 
would again be in favor of the of- 
fense. I would not think this a good 
idea, for the simple reason that it 
would still further help to “ball up” 
the officials, and goodness knows they 
have enough things to watch now. 

Yale is crazy to have the required 
Gistance of gain in three downs re- 
duced from 10 yards to 7 or 8, and 
when once within opponents’ 25-yard 
line to reduce thig distance stili 
further, and make it only 5 yards in 
three downs. Once more this would 
operate strongly in favor of the team 
in possession of the ball. 

A few teams would like to see ali 
rastrictions from the forward pass en- 
tirely removed — permitting such 
passes, for instance, to be made to 
anybody on the teas, and not merely 
to half the players of the team in pos- 
session. And they ould not requir? 
r to be 5 yards 
back of the s¢rimmage line when such 
pass was made. They would ¢0 
further and permit an outside kick to 
be made from any point back of the 
scrimmage line also. If these ideas 
were to be passed favorably upon by 
the rules committee we would have 
still other advantages showered upon 


would render an attack by almost any 
kind of a team wellnigh irresistible. 


Alds te the Defense. 


Has then nobody said anything of 
ways in which something might be 
done for the defense, so as to equalize 
the power of offense? For you must 
know that to make a Same of 
any kind the offense and the defense 


must, aS nearly as possible, be about 


qual. 

Well, the only suggestion I have 
heard of along this line comes from 
Yale, where they have been anxious 
for over a year to require all forward 
passes to start and to end behind the 
scrimmage line. This would weaken 
the present offense very appreciably, 
but it would also rob the forward pass 
of almost all its present value as a 
strategic play, to say nothing of de- 
priving the spectator of one of ihe 
most enjoyable features of fhe present 
game. I hope, therefore, that the rules 
committee will not adopt this plan. 

It has been suggested in the east 
that the diving tackle should be re- 
stored, so as to help out the defense 
and improve its effectiveness. This 
would make but little change in the 
south, for here we never see diving 
tackles such as characterized the play 
of aastern teams prior to this season. 
But it would not surprise me if the 
committee decided to put this com- 
modity back on the free list, and if so, 
it will help the defense in that section 
of the country immensely. 

The Four Periods. 


Opinion seems to be about equally 
divided wh¢ther the division of the 
game into * rters has been a good 
thing or n ®ome are in favor of 
doing away  °Ath it again and revert- 
ing to the f¥rmer division into halves 
At the same time it is to be pointed 
out that there were not so many 
players killed on big teams this fall 
as a year ago, and before going back 
to the two-period system it might be 
well to inquire the why and where- 
fore of this decrease in the mortality 
tables. In my opinion that three 
minutes’ rest is invaluable to many 
an exhausted player, likewise the ru'‘s 
permitting a withdrawn player to be 
put back in the game at the beginning 
of any subsequent period, for it is 
that very permission which decides the 
team advisers not to hesitate, but to 
withdraw him forthwith when they 
first discover that he is, for the time 
at least. “all in.” 


Body-Cheeking on Forward Pasges. 


It was and is a wise piece of legis- 
lation that forbids a defensive player 
to jab his shoulder into an unprotect- 
ed opponent who is looking and reach- 
ing up into the air for a forward pass; 
we have not heard of a single injury 
from this cause this year. Outside of 
the stop put to this body-checking on 
forward passes, however, the rule pro- 
hibiting interference by players of 
either team with opponents inside the 
20-yard zone on forward passes and 
on-side kicks has been a dead letter— 
at least in this section of the country. 


Classification of Penalties; Needed. 


The worst trduble we now have with 
the rules is the great number and va- 
riety of fouls with varying penalties 
that are to be inflicted. No referee 
can keep up with them al} without 
constant recourse to the rule book, and 
this, of course, slows up the game. If 
it were possible to so simplify -the 
game as to not have as many different 
kinds of fouls, and then more nearly 
uniform penalties for those fouls the 
game would be immeasurably quicken- 
ed and improved. I look to see some 
action taken by the committee along 
this very lHne. 


Strengthening the Defense. 


While I have not as yet heard of 
any suggestions along the following 
lines those interested might give the 
suggestions here presented some 
thoughs for future reference. 

In the first place it might be decreed 
that when a team on the offense came 
to be confronted with third down and 
more than a certain distance to gain 
for first down it should be required 
to kick the ball. This would help 
open up the game and show the ball 
more frequentiy to the spectator, who, 
once in a while at least, dearly loves 
to see the old thing that they are 
making so much fuss about. This 
would put a still higher premium on 
good kicking, good catching, » good 
bringing -back of the bali and fine 
getting down the field by the ends and 
the whole rush line.

How about a rule that required a 
team to carry the ball to ome side or 
the other, that is either to right or 
left, a distance of at least 10 yards 
in every three tries for a first down, 
and that whether the forward dis- 
tance Of 10 yards had been gained 
in the three tries or not? 

What about a rule to prohibit triple 
passes on one and the same scrim- 
mage—restricting each team to either 
single or double passes? 

How would you like to play the 
game under a rule which required the 
runner who first received the ball 
from the snapperback to make at 
least one backward pass at some stage 
Or Other of his run under perfaity of 
being allowed to retain for his side 
only one-half the distance he gained 
without having made such backward 
pass? 

Do any of these “novelties” strike 
one as quite impossible? It’s all a 
question of how you have been ‘ac- 
customed to looking at a game, and 
how much you are wedded to custom. 
Changes quite as radical as any of 
these have come over the face of the 
game in its past history, and will be 
apt to do so again before this country 
finally decides whether it is always 
going to retain it under its present 
name, Or whether it will give up the 
game altogether in favor of some- 
thing entirely new. I would not care 
to urge that any of these suggestions 
should be put into operation, for, to 
my mind, the game is about al! right 
and further tinkering should be dis- 
pensed with. I just wanted to show 
how easily it is possible to go on 
changing and experimenting. 

But this much is certain about the 
great American game: As long as it 
is played it will in genera] be'the same 
old rough and tumble. hale and hearty, 
slap-dash-bang game that it is has al- 
ways been. Some of the more danger- 
ous individua] features of the game 
may be obviated from time to time 
by wise and discriminating legisla- 
tion, but to the spectator it will al- 
ways look to be about the same old 
game, and: it will feel much the same

New York, December 10.—The Financier will 
say: 

‘‘The statement of the clearing house banks 
of the city of New York for the week ending 
December 10, taking the actual condition report 
as a basis, was unexpectedly favorable. The 
preliminary statement of losses of cash during 
the week, by reason of operations. with the sub- 
treasury, made it almost certain that 
crease of between $8,000,000 and $9,000,000 had 
occurred. Instead of that. figure, however, Sat- 
urday’s statement showed a loss of only $3,865,- 
900 in specie and legals, and as there was a 
contraction of $14,248,200 in loans, and a cor- 
responding shrinkage of $18,166,900 in deposits, 
the result was that reserve requirements were 
lowered by a sum in excess of the loss of csah, 
so that the total reserve actually rose $663,325, 
bringing the present surplus to $5,711,825 above 
the 25 per cent minimum. Just why the de- 
crease in cash was so much less than expected 
is difficult of explanation, as the statement of 
the trust companies and outside institutions show- 
ed but very slight changes in the cash hold- 
ings. It is probable that some of the loans of 
the banks have been shifted to the trust com- 
panies since these institutions report a gain in 
that item during the week of $5,766,700. It is 
also probable that international operations oc- 
curred in the week’s business. The statement, 
based on averages, differed widely from the 
statement of actual conditions, the changes, ac- 
cording to averages, having been an increase 
of $5,000,000 in loans, a decrease of $9,833,388 
in specie and legal tepders, a decrease of $4,500,- 
000 in deposits and a reduction in reserve of §8,- 
250,000, making the surplus only $3,658,825. 

‘“*The actual statement, however, is a truer 
exhibit of the condition of the banks than the 
compilation averages. Exchange quotations show 
that gold might be imported now at a very 
small profit.’’

UNLOADED HOLDINGS 


Market Csosed at Net Decline 
of 1-4 to 5-8 --- Corn 


Higher. 


Chicago, December 10—Quite 
number of anxious owners of wheat 
reduced their over-Sunday worries and 
unloaded holdings today. New crop 
cargoes from the Argentine and Aus- 
tralia were pressing at lower prices 
in European markets and making an 
upward tendency here practically im- 
possible. The close was at a net de- 
cline of 4% to %. Both corn and oats 
at the finish showed a gain of a shade 
to %, compared with last night. Pro- 
visions also rose, last sales being up 
2% to 5. 

One of the chief reasons for a bear- 
ish market in wheat was the fine 
quality of the yield in Argentina. Ac- 
cording to current reports, the grain 
being harvested had an average weight 
per bushel one-half to one pound 
heavier than last year. Rapid progress 
under excellent weather conditions, 
was represented as having been ac- 
complished. Such news made demand 
here poor and prices once started 
downward kept on declining, with ral- 
lies few and faint. The woes of the 
bulls seemed complete when the Kan- 
sas Board of Agriculture issued a 
statement estimating the recent crop 
in the state at 1,000,000 bushels more 
than the federal government figures, 
and putting the outlook for the grow- 
ing plant 2.6 poirjs above the Wash- 
ington percentage. Nevertheless. the 
market held fairly steady at the close.

With the thrifty instinct 
of his Scotch ancestors, he had al- 
ready become an investor in farm land 
in the newer parts of Iowa, and in 
his quest of health, exercise and fresh 
air, he took personal charge of his 
farms. 

At that time farmers grew corn and 
wheat for shipment. Henry Wallace 
began lecturing them about the waste- 
fulness of selling grain. 

“Get something to eat it,” he said. 
“If you are not too proud to milk, get 
cows; otherwise, get steers. Nobody 
is going to make money raising corn 
in the summer, to get the job of haul- 
ing it to town in winter at 15 to 25 
cents a bushel. The railroads’ will 
make all your profit that way. Con- 
dense your freight. Four car loads 
of corn can be shipped in one car load 
of hogs; twenty car loads of corn in 
one car load of butter. Thus you will 
get the profits that the railroads now 
enjoy, and will preserve and even in- 
crease the fertility of your soil. When 
live stock is sent to market, the main 
loss to the soil is in the bone; when 
butter is sent to market, there is no 
loss worth mentioning, because but- 
ter, like all other carbohydrates and 
fat, comes from the air.” 

At first it was mighty hard on his 
farm neighbors to hear him use such 
words as carbohydrates and proteins 
and nitrogenous compounds without 
suspecting his sanity. “arming was 
done in words of one ¢ ‘ble, and it 
took a long time to fr 
ers believe that if t).. ‘vould farm 
in more syllables they could write 
their bank accounts in more columns. 

Demonstrating his faith by his 
works, Mr. Wallace started one of the 
first creameries in the west, imported 
some of the first thoroughbred horses, 
cattle and hogs, and finally bought a 
weekly newspaper in order. that 
through

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, of Mas- 
sachusetts, is slated to succeed White- 
law Rvsid, of New York, as ambassador 
to the court of St. James. Rumor to 
this effect has been current from the 
time it appeared that Mr. Lodge would 
have difficulty in securing re-election 
to the senate. It has been denied, but 
the report is most persistent now that 
the senator is preparing to announce 
his retirement from the contest for the 
senatorship, and will enter the diplo- 
matic service. 

Wilson Goes to Turkey. 

Huntington Wilson, now assistant 
secretary of state, will be made am- 
bassador to Turkey, according to this 
gossip, which has it that Mr. Wilson 
is exceedingly desirous of securing this 
berth, 

Thomas J. O’Brien, of Michigan, am- 
bassador to Japan, will be transferred 
from Tokio, it is said, to one of the 
important EurOpean posts, just which 
one it has not been determined as yet. 

Former Vice President Charles W. 
Fairbanks, of Indiana, will garner one 
of the ambassadorial plums, and may 
be named as the successor to Mr. 
O'Brien, although it is understood that 
he prefers to go to Europe. 

Senator Beveridge, of Indiana, who

FOR THE SCHOO 


Increase in Salaries 
Total $69,804.35. 


To grant che school teachers of At- 
lanta the needéq salary increase and 
thus establish the teaching force of 
the city on a sound basis will neces- 
sitate an increase in the school appro- 
priation of $69,804.35. 

These figures were announced last 
night by Assistant Superintendent 
Landrum, who, since the meeting of 
the finance committee of the board of 
education last Wednesday, has been 
busy calculating the sum total of the 
tentative increases then adopted. 

The total increase in expenditures 
for teachers’ salaries of the coming 
year over the present, however, must 
include $25,000 which will be neces- 
Ssitated, in any case by the teachers 
who have been added to the force this 
year. This makes a total added ex- 
penditure of approximately $94,800. 

Taking the approximate figures of 
$304,000 paid this year for the entire 
teaching force as a basis, the pro- 
posed increases will bring the sum for 
next “year’s salaries for the teaching 
force up to around $399,600. 

Before the meeting last Wednesday 
the finance committee had thoroughly 
considered the question of an increase 
for the teachers from every stand- 
point, and the tentative grants were 
not in excess of what was considered

United States and all 
the Stars and Stripes protect 101,100,- 
000 souls. This enormous number is 
the official estimate of the United 
States bureau of the census, announced 
today, in connection with the popula- 
tion statistics for the country as 
enumerated in the thirteenth decennial] 
census. It includes the’ Philippines, 
Samoa, Guam, Hawaii, Alaska and the 
Panama canal zone. 

Within its borders on the North 
American continent, exclusiv@ of Alas- 
ka, the United States has a population 
of 91,972,266 inhabitants. During the 
last ten years the states of the union 
had an aggregate increase in popula- 
tion of 15,977,691, which amounts to 
21 per cent over the 1900 figures. 

Since.the first census was taken in 
1790 the country has grown 25 times 
as large, the population then having 
been 3,929,214, slightly larger than the 
present population of the state of 
‘lexas. 

Growth Exceeded Expectation. 


The growth of the country was 
greater than has been expected by the 
expert statisticians who have closely 
watched the progress of the country’s 
population. : 

Statistics of the population of the 
four states, announcement of which 
wag withheld until the United States 
toa! population was announced, fol- 
low: 

Georgia, 2,609,121, an increase o1 
392,790, or 17.7 per cent over 2,216,331 
in 1900, when the increase over 1890

Wisconsin, 2,333,860,. an increase of 
264,818, or 12.7 per cent over 2,069,042 
in 190060, when the increase over 1890 
was 375,712, or 22.2 per cent.

With a population of 2,608,121, under 


the new census just completed, an in-_ 


crease of 17.7 per cent over 1900, there 
is ewery indication that Georgia will! 
get at least one additional congress- 
man in the reapportionment that is to 
follow. 

It all depends, of course, upon the 
basis of representation fixed by con- 
gress. 

If this basis should be 215,000, that 
is, if each state should be allowed one 
congressman for every 215,000 of pop- 
ulation, there is no question that Geor- 
gia will get an additional congressman, 
giving the state twelve members of 
the lower house, with a good round 
margin to spare. 

And it has been generally conceded 
that the new basis would be 215,000, or 
thereabouts. 

Could Stand Higher Basis. 

But Georgia could stand even « 
higher basis than that; in fact, this 
state could secure an additional con- 
gressman if the basis were mad 224,- 
000. 3 

For the last forty years, ho ~- /er, 
the basis of congressional apportion- 


ment has increased approximately 20,- 


000 with each census, and if it were 
made 220,000 this time that would in- 
volve an Increase of 27,000. 

In 1800 there was One congressman 
for every 33,000 population. In 151% 
this went up to 35,000; in 1820 it was 
40,000: in 1830 it had gone to 47,700; in 
1840 it took a big jump, going to 70,-

The membership in congress has aiso 
fipcreased gradually from 141 to 591, 
the present number. Jn 1840, howe’er, 
there was a falling off from 240 to 
223, and then a yearly increase until 
the present number was attained. 

If 215.000 is accepted as the basis 
following this census, it will involv? 
an increase from 391 to 434, adding 
43 new members to the lower house. 
With 220,000 as the basis, it will give 
the lower house about 424 members. 

It is safe to say there will not be a 
very great increase in the congres- 
sional membership, and it may be 
there is more likelihood of the basis 
being fixed at 220,000 rather than the 
lower figure.

“It was a woman, not a child.” said 
Walker, when the seventeen-year-old 
defendant was led before him and he 
was asked if it was this girl whom he 
had seen. 

“It could not have been Hattie Le- 
Blanc.” 

Chas. E. Benner, sexton of a church 
in Waltham, the other witness who said 
he saw the strange woman emerging 
from the laundry alley, also declared 
it was not Hattie LeBlanc. 

He said the woman he saw was about 
five feet, five inches tall and weighed 
about 130 pounds. 

Girl Admits Meeting Glover. 

Hattie LeBianc admittea@ in-her ex- 
@mination by police officers? immedi- 
ately after the arrest that she was in 
the laundry with Glover the night of 
the murder and this admission has been 
placed in evidence at this trial. 

When the rebuttal stage was reached 
the district attorney produced wit- 
nesses who said the alleyway was com- 
pletely blocked by posts and a fence 
on the night of the murder. It was ad- 
mitted, however, that the fence was of 
the “spile”’ variety and was constantly 
being knocked down.

BILL 10 IMPROVE 
NAVY PERSONNEL 


Senator Perkins’ 
Contains Interesting 
Recommendations. 


Measure 


Washington, December _10.—Senator 
George C. Perkins, of California, has 
introduced a bill in the senate with @ 
view to regulating and increasing the 
efficiency of the personnel of the 
United States navy and marine corps. 
The bill contains a number of inter- 
esting recommendations for organiz- 
ing men, and in the case of a navy, 
what would be more in harmony with 
the present condition? The bill has 
small chance of passing at this ses- 
sion, but is likely to provoke discus- 
sion, and may form the basis of future 
legislation, 

The most important recommendation 
contained in the bill is that the author- 
ized number of the active personnel of 
the navy shall be based on and shail 
be proportional to the total tonnage of 
the ships of the navy. The proportions 
suggested in the bill are 100 men and 
five officers ang midshipmen for every 
2.000 tons. An important change is 
proposed with respect to the propor- 
tion of officers. 

It is proposed that there shall be 
one flag officer to four captains, to 
five commanders to thirteen lieutenant 
commanders, to thirty lieutenants, to 
forty-seven lieutenants, junior grade, 
ensign anc midshipmen. As to flag of- 
ficers,. the proportion is to be one ad- 
ditionai to three vice admirals, to two 
rear admirals. 

The former grades are created and 
establisheq by the board, vice admirals 
are to be appointed by the president 
with the advice of the senate from 
admirals who have served creditably 
in command of a fleet squadron or 
division. The admirals are to be ap- 
pointed from vice admirals Who have 
performed creditable service,

the census bureau of the total] popu- 
lation, the continental United States 
exceeds the advanced estimates of the 
bureau to the extent of about 2,400,000. 
Previous to the beginning of the thir- 
teenth census, the bureau expressed 
the official opinion, based upon prev!- 
ous increases that the aggregate would 
be 89,600,000. | 

Even up to last night it was not be- 
believed that it would greatly exceed 
20.5 per cent, whereas, when the final 
tabulation was made, 
be 21 per cent, giving a total increase 
of 15,959,860, practically 16,000,000. 

The rate of increase, however, was 
smaller than that scored in any pré- 
vious decade except’ that 
1890-1900, when the increase amounted 
to 20.7 per cent. 

Unquestionably, it will be necessary 
to alter the basis of representation in 
congress. At thé present ratio of 194,- 
000 people to each member of the 
house of representatives, the house 
would contain about 474 members as 
against 392 at present. It is the gen- 
eral belief that this number would be 


unwieldy. 
Durand Explains Increase. 


In a statement explaining the in- 
crease of the population of the conti- 
nenta] United States to 91,972,266, Di- 
rector Durand attributes the growth 
largely to greater additions through 
immigration. 

Mr. Durand finds ea wider disparitv 
in the rate of ‘growth of the’ different 
states during the last decade than 
for any other for a long time. The 
range is from a decrease of 5.3 per cent. 
in lowa to an increase of 120 per cent. 
in Washington. 

“The country,” he says, “is plainlv 
marked off in broad groups of states, 
according to differences in the -raie 
of increase. The states showing the 
lowest rates of increase, falline be- 
low ten per cent, are five in the great 
central section of the country, namely. 
Iowa, Missouri, Kentucky, Indiana and 
Tennessee; the three northern New 
England states and Maryland and Del- 
aware. 


States Showing Highest Increase. 


“The states showing the next highest 
increase between: ten and twenty ner 
cent lie adjacent to those showing 
the lowest and include. in the middle 
west, Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, I!I- 
inois, Minnesota, Nebraska and Kansas 
and on the other hand, a great belt of 


Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. 

“States which show an increase from 
twenty to thirty per cent. are. for 
the most, the great manufacturing 
states, including Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York. Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia, the onlv 
other states increasing 20 to 30 per 
cent. are Arkansas and Texas. 

“The states which show an increase 
exceeding 30 per cent. are, with the 
exception of New Jersey and Florida. 
all jocate@ in the west and make up a 
solid belt comprising fully one-third of 
the area of the United States. South 
Dakota, Colorado and Utah had rates 
of 


Oregon, Calhfornia, New Mexico and 
Arizona increased between fifty and 


one hundred per cent., and Oklahoma. 
Idaho and Washington more than one 
hundred per cent, 


Comparison of Increases. 


“The rate of increase during the ten 
years, 1900 to 1910, was greater than 
during the previous decade in twenty- 
six of the forty-nine states, fifteen of 
these being’ west of the Mississippi 
river. : 

“The increase during the last decade 
was less than during the previous ong 
in 13 states, 
of the Mississippi river.

during the last ten years than during 
the preceding period. 

“The population of the nine geo- 
graphic divisions is as follows:

In her struggle for equality of civil 


rights and wages, woman has made 
distinct progress in the United States. 
In England, her methods of agitation 
have been of an aggressive character 
that savor of those followed here by 
Carrie Nation, a woman who stands 
for nobody but herself. The militant 
type of “suffragette’” does not meet 
with favor in this country. Agitation 
takes more temperate, reasoning forms, 
albeit its energy and enthusiasm are 
equally as great as those displayed by 
the women of London. Already, wom- 
en possess the suffrage upon equal 
terms with men at all elections in 
Wyoming, established in 1869: In Colo- 
rado, in 1893; in Utah, in 1896; and in 
Idaho, in 1896. Full suffrage for 
wemen was rejected by the Kansas 
legislature in 1909; but in that state 
women have voted for schoo] directors 


-}- since 1861. for municipal officers since 


1887 arei for taxation since 1903. Con- 
necticut women vote for members of 
boards of education and directors of 
public lMfbraries. Similar rights exist 
in twenty-nine other states. In New 
York, Minnesota, Montana, Iowa, Mich- 
igan, and Louisiana women with cer- 
tain property qualifications are en- 
titled to vote upon proposit‘ons for 
raising money by tax or assessment. 
This is a significant commencement. 
But women must have all her rights. 
Real equality is only reached*in abso- 
lute equity.

That secured, equality itn 
wages must follow. When man first 
achieved liberty, under the Greek civ- 
llization, he was less fitted for its en- 
joyment fhan is the woman of today.

to those persons who are citizens of 
the country in which they seek asylum.

It is also claimed that there was no 
legal proof of Porter Charlton’s crime, 
and Judge Blair, of the Hudson county 
court, sitting as a federal examining 
magistrate, refused to hear testimony 
that had been offered to establish 
the fact that Porter Charlton at the 
time he .u.uiled his wife was insane. 

Pending argument on the writ of 
certiorari December 19 Porter Charl- 
ton will remain in custody in Hudson 
county.

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TO INDORSE COTTON BILLS 


Through the courtesy of A. P. Coles, 
cashier of the Central Bank and TruSt 
Corporation, and one of the leading 
foreign exchange experts in the south, 
The Constitution is enabled to present, 
prior to any other southern paper, the 
authentic status of the demands made 
by European bankers relative to cotton 
bills of lading, a subject of inter- 
national interest and discussion. 

The’ impression now prevalent 
throughout the south is that Buropean 
bankers handling .bills of exchange 
against cotton bills ef lading have de- 
manded that exchange buyers guaran- 
tee the validity of bills of lading, fail- 


ing in which they will refuse to handle’ 


such paper. It is also 
conception that the proposal for a 
surety company to underwrite, at a 
stated fee, the genuineness of cotton 
bills originated with European bank- 
ers, and that they were pressing their 
demands arbitrarily ‘and without rea- 
Son. 
Want Railroad Guarantee. 

According to Mr. Coles’ views of this 
nature are held on erroneous premises. 
What the European bankers want, and 
what they have a right to require, is 
some assurance that cotton bills of 
lading are genuine before they will 
eash foreign exchange drafts drawn 
against them. 

But, Mr. Coles says, the European 
bankers have no desire to foist the 
fee for insurance on cotton exchange 
buyers or the producers, and further- 
more, that the idea of a surety com- 
pany originated in New York city and 
not in Europe. 

A Simple Plan. 

The date first set by European 
thorities for the effecting of some 
safeguaraing of bills of lading .was 
October 31. Prior to that date Sir 
Edward Holden, representing British 
banking interests, came to America, 
committed to no special plan, but in 
an effort to find some solution of the 
unbusiness-like and reckless method 
now prevailing. 

Mr. Coles states that Sir Edward 
was met in New York. with the surety 
company pian, and that upon his re- 
turn to England ; d the rendering of 
his report his clients disapproved the 
plan as unsatisfactory and unbusiness- 
like. The details and New York’s in- 
terest in promoting a surety company 
are set forth elsewhere in an editorial 
in this issue. 

An Enxuterprising Atlanta Bank. 

Mr. Coles speaks with authority, for 
the siriple reason that for severa]! 
years his bank has been dealing direct 
with Europe in foreign exchange cot- 
ton bills, instead of dealing with 
Europe through New York, as the vast 
majority of southern cotton exchange 
buyers still do. . 

It is estimated that the Central Bank 
and Trust Corporation has thus di- 
rectly financed one-fifth of Georgia's 
eotton crop this year. 

Intimacy of connection with Euro- 
pean financial interests. places Mr. 
Coles in a position where he can’ ob- 
tain first-hand andinfallible informa- 
tion.

In a letter to Mr. Coles, under date 
of November 29, Secretary Simpson 
Says: 

“After receiving from Sir Edward 
Holden a report on his interviews witty? 
the American Bankers’ Associatioa, 
the conference came to the conclusion 
that an exchange buyers’ guarantee 
could only be obtained with great dif- 
ficulty, except in isolated instances. 
They, therefore, felt that the matter 
ought to be approached along a dif- 
ferent line, and they decided to send 
to the American Bankers’ Association, 
for their consideration, a scheme pre- 
pared by the Liverpool Cotton Associa- 
tion, approved by the other European 
cotton exchanges and modified to meet 
eertain objections rai.ed by the Euro- 
pean bankers.” 

Postponeq Action. 

The scheme to which referente is 
here had is the one described in the 
foregoing paragraphs. It is under- 
stood that an alternative plan, one 
which, however, still contemplates 
holding the carrier to a liability 
through original guaranteed bills of 
lading and masters’ certificates, has 
been discussed.

BEST MANAGED CITY 
IN ALL THE WORLD 


Dusseldorf Owns Water and 
Milk Supply, Street Rail- 
ways, Docks, Light. 


Irederick C. Howe, one of the fore- 
most writers on governmental prob- 
lems, points the way for American 
cities by telling them of the city .of 
Dusseldorf in Germany, in the Decem- 
ber number of Harmpton’s Magazine. 
He calls Dusseldorf a socialized city 
managed by business men who do not 
believe in socialism. 

The city is America’s problem of 
problems, declares Mr. Howe. Its solu- 
tion will not be found in a business 
administration. Its solution does not 
lie im merely putting good men in 
office, or in finding better political 
tools, such as the Des Moines plan. 

The solution consists in making the 
city a humanized entity, with purposes 
and plans, with foresight and dreame, 
with humanity and generosity; it con- 
sists in abolishing poverty and the 
costs of poverty, in training the people 
properly, in raising their standards of 
living of happiness, of morals. 

“T have often dreamed of a city whose 
ideals rose above mere business, a 
city that was built like a home, -that 
had a communal. bigness of vision, 
that was planned by city builders, and 
that served its people as a father might 
serve his children,’ says Mr. Howe. 
“And I have ‘seen such cities in Ger- 
many, the nation which alone recogr- 
nizes the portentous significance. of the 
change which has taken place in the 
distribution of population. 

“Of all German cities, 
seldorf is easily the first. It is not an 
old residence city like Dresden or 
Munich. It is a comparatively new 
city like Cleveland, Milwaukee, Indian- 
apolis or Kansas City. Its population 
was but 69,000 people in 1871. It now 
is 300,000. s 

“Dusséidorf, too, is an industrial 
city of mills, factories and workghops.

“Dusseldorf does more t.ings for its 
people than any city I know. It owns 
its street railroads and the controlling 
interest ina tem of interurban rail- 
roads; it owns its harbors and its 
docks and its slauvhter houses, its gas, 
electric ligat and water plants; it op- 
erates there separte banking and loan 
enterprises, a large wine bDusiness, sev- 
era] restaurants and milk depots; it 
owns and rents suburban villas and 
large apartment houses; it is a great 
land spxculator and city landowner; it 
possesses art galleries, an opera house, 
museums anu exposition hall, and in- 
directly owns the leading notel in the 
city. It has public baths and ceme- 
teries and pawnshops.” — 

Dusseldorf hag made a beginning at 
homing its people. It is the owner of 
suburban vil.as and model tenement 
houses and is a stockholder in a scheme 
of eo-operative apartment houses in 
which the workmen are joint owners. 

The country villas rent for from six 
to seven dollars a montn. A three or 
four-room apartment in the city rents 
for about the same sum. The rooms 
in the latter are twice the size of those 
of the tenement house in America, and 
all of them have outside air. These 
apartments are as clean and sanitary 
as can be, ihe co-operativé apartments 
are built about courtyards, which serve 
as playgrounds and are surrounded by 
flowér gardens. There tis free water 
and a scullery with every flat of three 
rooms or more. 

In oruer to secure an apartment 
one of these desirable buildings, the 
tenant must become a shareholder in 
the company, buying $5 worth of stock. 
The tenants are not the recipients of 
¢harity. On the contrary, they are 
part owners and co-operate in the man- 
agement. They elect a house manager, 
who collects the rents and represents 
them before the company. The tenant 
stockholders receive 4 per cent a year 
on their investment, ana@ the company 
agrees to redeem their stock at any 
time on six months’ notice. There gre 
five hundred such apartments fn the 
eity and ten large apartment houses 
in process of building.

Colonel Church Talks. 

“aA time has come,” said Colonel 
Church, in dfscussing the proposed 
conference, “when there must be a 
‘show-down,’ bringing out the fact 
whether the many schools in the south 
for the training of the negro are ful- 
filling their purpose. 

“If not, why? 

“If, as We assume industrial educa- 
tion, is the kind the negro should have, 
then the south should investigate the 
schools thoroughly; stand back of this 
industrial institutions and devise 4 
means for extension work therefrom. 

“Te Hampton institute and kindred 
institutions are not the kind the negro 
needs then action in another direction 
is just as imperative.” 

When asked if there was not already 
a movement on foot by which a form 
of extension work was being inau- 
gurated through agencies of Hampton, 
Colonel Church: presented a most in- 
teresting plan being worked out at 
present in Virginia, known 4s the Vir- 
ginia plan for the practical education 
of the négro. 

“The plan was put in effect in four 
counties ih Virginia,’ explained Colo- 
nel Church, the work beginning No- 
vember 1. As rapidly as funds for the 
furtherance of the work are obtained 
other counties will be added, until the 
Halifax plan is in operation in every 
county in, Virginia. As the agricul- 
tural, sociological and industrial condi- 
tions vary greatly throughout Vir- 
ginia, the measure of success obtained 
by the Halifax plan in the’ hundred 
counties of the state will demonstrate 
its value of a system of negre educa-~ 
tion for the entire south. 


The Plan Explained, 


‘To know how to read and write, to 
understand the elemental principles ot 
mathematics and to be taught the 
geography and government of the 
world are fiecessary or should be to 
every boy and.girl of either race, But 
their acquisition, unless corelated with 
inatruction of more material value, 
does not fit the negro for development 
or success.” 

“The operation of the proposed plan 
is as simple ag it is logical. Taking 
Halifax as an example, there are 
eighty negro schoo in the county. 
Over these eighty teachers is to be 
placed a supervising teacher of ap- 
proved qualifications who has been 
thoroughly drilled in the duties she is 
to assume. She first becomes inti- 
mately acquainted with the social, 
agricultural and physical condition of 
the county. She learns what garden 
vegetables grow best in Halifax, what 
hygiene is best applied to the charac- 
ter of the homes, what methods of 
cooking will gain the best results, 
what material is at hand in the county 
which can be best utilized to teach in- 
dustria; work. For instance, it is not 
wise to teach children to make raffia 
mats when raffia does not grow in 
their county, and thousands of corn 
shucks are at hand for the purpose 
and are more in keeping with utilita- 
rian education. Nor should they be 
taught fancy work or cabinet making, 
when a well-made calico dress will 
serve their purpose best, and the 
necessity for heavy benches, trundle 
beds, and substantial chairs entirely 
outweighs the demand for more fra- 
ge and less marketable articles. The 
supervising’ teacher is to instruct not 
only the teachers in the schools 6f the 
eounty, but during several months 
of the year when the schools are closed 
her time is to be devoted to visiting

Judge Landis Stops Trial 
Instanter. 


Charles DeWoody, of the De- 
partment of Justice, Charged 
With Being the Tipster---De- 
Woody Demands an Investi- 
gation. 


Chicago, December 10.—Charges that 
secrets of the federal grand jury room 
were being “tipped@ off" to interested 
parties, made before Judge Kenesaw 
M. wandis, of the United States district 
court, caused him to suspend a con- 
tempt case he was hearing and de- 
mand that the charges be sustained at 
once. The man accused of being the 
“tipster” is Charles F: DeWoody, di- 
vision superintendent Of the bureau of 
investigation of the department of 


justice. 

The. accusation was made by John 
F.. Brown, counse] for Mrs. Aileen 
Christopher, a witness against the al- 
lege@ paving brick trust. She was jn 
court to show why she had refused to 
bring certain evidence and documents 
before the grand jury as requested by 
the United States district attorney, 
Her answer, by her attorney, was that 
she feared the evidence would be ex- 
posed to the persons interested, and 
DeWoody was the man she accused 
ues her counsel. 

“14 Woman of Secret Information. 

-Mrs. Ghristopher testified that De- 
Woody Game to her at Portage, Wis., 
to get certain information and told 
her. of the secret information the 
grand jury had obta.ned, which later 
resulted in the indictment of former

“Yes,” continued Attorney Brown, 
Mr. DeWoody .s the department head 
I referred to. I will show the court 
he not only exposed the secrets I 
have referred to. but other secrets of 
ihe grand jury room; those pertaining 
to the Fitzgerald cases and o...er mat- 
ters.”’ 

These other matters the court re- 
fused to allow the attorney to go into. 

Attorney Brown also announced he 
had a letter from Attorney General 
Wickersham advising him not to give 
the evidence to the grand jury. but 
Judge Landis said such instructions 
had no welght in his court. 

Charlies DeWoody has been in charge 
of the Chicago division of the bureau 
of investigation of the department of 
justice about five weeks, sticceeding 
Marshall Eberiin. The succession was 
announced suddenly and caused con- 
siderable conjecture at the time, which 
finally resulted in a statement from 
Washington that ft signified nothing.

ASK COUNCIL TO ABOLISH 
WARD PHYSICIAN SYSTEM 


That the salaries of all the ward 
Physicians be made only $500 a year 
and that the present system of ward 
Physicians be abolished by council 
next year was the unanimous report of 
the salary committee of council at a 
meeting held Saturday afternoon. 

The salaries of the ward physicians 
were put on an equal basis and made 
$500, and this was done because the 
eXtra salaries hitherto paid were due 


to extra work that had been abolished 
in some of the wards. 

The present salaries paid the ward 
doctors are as follows: 

In the first, second, fourth, fifth 
and ninth wards, $600; in the sixth 
ward, $800; in the third ward, $1,000; 
in the eighth, tenth and seventh wards, 
$500. 

The physicians in the sixth and 
third wards have been paid higher 
salaries because they formerly looked 
after the prisoners in the stockade 


a ree, a 
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and at the police headquarters, a work 
that is now being done by the stock- 
ade physician at a Salary of $100 a 
month. 

The committee will place all the 
salaries of the ward physicians at $500 
a year each, and in a separate reso- 
lution recommend that the present 
system be abolished and that three 
physicians be employed at a salary 
of $1,800 a year each, one to look 
after the city prisoners and the Other 
two to attend to the poor of the city. 
These physicians shall devote all] of 
their time to the sick who cannot em- 
Ploy a physician, and shall have of- 
fices at the city hall. 

This was one of the first recom- 
mendations of Mayor Maddox last year 
and a special committee was appointed 
by council to make a report on the 
matter, something that has never been 
done.

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vember. In reply to these a letter was 
sent informing Mrs. Christopher that 
Assistant Attorney. General Kenyon 
was about to start for Chicago to 
take charge of the work there. No 
comment was made at the department 
on the charges against Division Super- 
intendent DeWoody.

‘the consumer? Consumers do not fur- 
nish campaign funds or otherwise make 
themselves useful to political parties. 
On the contrary, they usually present 
a large vote which must be educated 
at a considerable expense of time, 
money and self-respect. When reci- 
procity treaties are being negotiated, 
it is not the needs of the pedple who 
wish to buy that are considered. Un- 
der the protective principles of gov- 
ernment, new so popular in all parts 
of the world. when the consumers 
create a demand for any particular 
commodity. that is the time to buiia 
up @ tariff wall so that a local indus- 
tty may be i fostered. Reciprocity 
treatieg are negotiated when there is 
need fer new markets in which to sell, 
and that is just why under existin 
conditions it will be hard to frame a 
treaty between the United States and 
Canada.—Peter McArthur, in the De- 
ecember Forum.

Secretary MacVeagh’s Plan to 
Remedy the Tight Condition 
of the Nation’s Cash Drawer 
to Be Pressed Upon Con- 
gress. 


ENGLAND’S JESTING. JUDGE 
HAS AROUSED INDIGNATION 


London, December 10.—There is a 
little 60-year-old boy that every 
grown-up man in England would like 
to spank. Lately several people have 
set out to administer a deserved flog- 
ging to Mr. Justice Darling, but they 
ended by patting him on tne head. 

Mr. Justice Darling, who was one of 
the judges at the Crippen appeal, is 
undoubtedly a man with a remarkable 
personality. Readers all over the 
world know him as the judge given to 
inane jokes for the edification of the 
court. 

When one of his ghastly puns is im- 
minent Mr. Justice Darling warns the 
court by a peculiar smile and a twitch- 
ing of his lips. Thereupon the Jury, 


Washington, December 10.—Machin- 
ery was set in motion today to provide 
for an issue of Panama canal bonds 
with a design to end a drain upon the 
working balance of the treasury 
which now threatens a deficit. Secre- | 
tary of the Treasury MacVeagh had 4 
long conference on the subject with, 
Senator Aldrich, chairman of the sen- 
ate committee on finance. 

It appeared that several complica- 
tions had arisen, and that further leg- 
islation would be necessary if the pro- 
posed new securities are to find a 
market without depressing the upward 
of seven hundred millions of 2 per cent 
bonds now outstanding. 

Epitomized, the situation is this: 

Under the authorization for the issue 
of $292,000,000 additional Panama 
bonds it was provided that they 
might bear 3 per cent interest. Most 
of the government securities now Out- 
standing bear 2 per cent. In order to 
equalize the two classes of bonds, when 
used for bank circulation, it was pro- 
vided that 3 per cent paper should be 
taxed 1 per cent, as agaiyst one-half 
of 1 per cent paid by the 2 per cent 
bonds when so used. 

Would Depreciate 2 Per cent, 

Inquries conducted by the treasury 
department developed that as national 
banks are the only holders of govern- 
ment bonds which derive benefit from 
them other than that involved in their 
investment pwalue, issuance of Panama 
bonds bearing three per cent unques- 
tionably would depreciate the 2 per 
cents. Secretary MacVeagh then ad- 
vanced the idea that if the new 3 per 
cent bonds weré made non-available 
for bank circulation, it would prevent 
a curtailment of the healthy demand 
which now exists for the two per cents, 
as the latter would continue to be re- 
quired by the banks as a basis for 
circulation. 

Where there has always been a good 
demand for United States bonds which 
have circulation privilege, mo other 
class of securities ever has been issued 
by the government. It was not known, 
therefore, to what extent the demand 
was based upon the fictitious value 
embodied in the circulation privilege. 
An issue of bonds without this privi- 
lege, it ig pointed out, would be in 
the nature of an experiment. 

May Act Upon MacVeagh’s Pian. 

If bonds were issued not avatlabie 
for bank circulation further legislation 
would be required. This would be true 
likewise should it be decided that the 
interest must be at least 3% per cent 
to assure a market for them. 

Secretary MacVeagh’s plan to issue 
$50,000,000, or $100,000,000 of the new 
securities on a 3 per cent basis with- 
out the privilege of their being used 
by national banks for note circulation, 
as outlined in his annual report, prob- 
ably will be pressed upon congress as 
the best way to remedy the tight con- 
dition in the nation’s cash drawer,

Chesterton Versus Progress. 

(From The December Forum.) 

Mr. Chesterton hails Plato as the 
most Shawesque of all men, and sees 
therefore no advance since his time. 
But there are a million men closer to 
Plato in the world today than were a 
thousand in his lifetime. Mankind has 
not risen to the spirituality of Jesus, 
but it cannot be doubted that it is 
nearer to it today than ever. He, like 
every constructive radical, believed in 
man rather than men. He found him- 
self surrounded by Scribes and Phari- 
sees, but He saw beyond. behind the 
shadow of centuries, a race that would 
be noble and pure and true. This very 
qattitude in “progressives” today gives 
birth to Chesterton's chief criticism 
of them. He is that most perfect ex- 
ample of narrow-sightedness, the mys- 
tic who attempts to glorify the ob- 
viously unsatisfactory past. He imag- 
ines himself (and us) sonfronted by 
but one choice: that between the mys- 


ticism of religion and the materialism 
of science—falling to realize that the 
belief in “progress” is the most mys- 
tic of all religions, quite aside from | 
its appeal to reason. But then, the 
retention of the reasoning faculty re- 
strains one’s pleasure in reading Ches- , 
terton. It is possible to see too clear- 
ly. As has been said of Nietzsche, 
Chesterton understood is less suggest- 
ive to thinking than Chesterton mis- 
understood. To be appreciated, this 
Rock of Gibraltar against radicalism 
must be seen through Mediterranean 


mists.

“Busting”’ Barbed Wire, the 
Original Octopus. 


From farming to trust-bucting seems 
a far cry, but the two activities got 
early and logically mixed in the career 
of Henry Wallace, recently. elected 
president of the National Conservation 
Congress, says a writer in Hamptdn’s 
Magazine for Decemper. People who 
did not know the great prairies of the 
west when they were as trackless and 
boundless as the ocean can never real- 
ize what barbed wire was to that 
country. Barbed wire made it posi- 
ble to fence the west. Fencing made 
live stock possible. Live stock made 
the west both a Mesopotamia and an 
Egypt—tbe richest agricultural empire 
the world Has known. 


Being such a good thing, small won- 
der that it was easily trustified. The 
barbed-wire trust was doing business 
long before the name “trust” was in- 
vented. Anybody with an idea that 
anti-trust sentiment is rather a mod- 
ern incident should go back a genera- 
tion to the old barbed-wire-trust time 
for enlightenment. If all the energy 
and al! the oratory that all the busters 
and blatherskites, the populists and 
politicians, the lawyers and the lay- 
men, have expended on the trusts in 
the last twenty years could be concen- 
trated in one package, it would com- 
pare with that anti-barb-wire-trus: 
campaign about as an electric fan 
would size up alongside a Kansas 
cyclone. - 


The barbed-wire trust was the orig- 
inal octopus. The railroads also oc- 
toped a good deal in those times, but 
every township west of the Mississippi 
river wanted a railroad so badly that 
it was willing to forget its grievances 
and vote a bond issue to any slick 
promoter with a set of blueprints and a 
good game of talk. The railroads 
might be naughty, but the west wanted 
more of them. Most decidedly, it did 
not want any more of the barbed-wire 
trust.

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Pat another important point-——-the cast- 


ern s«ntrance to Long Island Sound— 
additional guns are needed. Except 
for these instances, so far as guns 
alone are concerned, the seacoast de- 
fense at all home ports arg in a very 
satisfactory state. 

Congress is. asked to authorize an 
expenditure of $19,546,843 for the for- 
tification of the termini of the Panama 
canal, including thg construction of 
posts for the permanent garrison, and 
$7,000,000 of this sum should be made 
available immediately in order to com- 
pleté thé project within three years. 


The additional sum of $2,000,000 is also/ 


wanted immediately to be applied to- 
ward the creation of naval] establish- 
ments in the canal zone as a necessary 
part of the defense of the canal, 
Desertions Are Few. 

The wsecrétary notes with gratifica- 
tion a reduction by 30.6 per cent in the 
number of desertions last vear, coin- 
pared with the preceding year. 

The death rate in the. army lest year 
was the lowest that has ever occurred, 
the total: number being 370, of which 
228 were from disease, and 142 from 
injuries, six of the latter being killed 
by hostile Moros in action or while on 
sentry duty. A remarkable fact is that 
no deaths occurred from sunstroke or 
snakebite among the troopg in the 
tropics, nor from cold among the troops 
in Alaska and along tho northern fron- 
tier. 

Army Organtzation. 

Dealing with the regular army or- 
ganization. the secretary urges the 
adoption of a provision of law similar 
to that governing the navy for 
elimination of inefficient officers. 
There is pressing need for efficient of- 
ficers to replace those detailed from 
their regiments on necessary staff and 
miscellaneous duty, and the secretary 
makes the strong plea for the passage 
of the pending bilt providing for the 
addition of 612 officers. of 
grades. 

The most serious feature of the pres- 
ent military situation, and one that 
should be corrected immediately, in the 
opinion of Secretary Dickinson, is the 
shortazwe of field artillery material. 
There is a very inadequate supply of 
<uns, carriages and ammunition, 
largely to lack of appropriations. 

Raising the Maine. 

Touching the progress of the work of 
uncovering the wreck of the Maine, in 
Havana harbor, the sccretary states 
that the plans for the cunstruction of a 
cofferdam of interlocking steel piling 
around the wreck have been approved, 
and are now under execution. It is 
proposed to draw off the water as soon 
as the dam is tight, 4nd remove the 
overlying mud and other materia) in 
order to permit, if desired, of a thor- 
eugh examination of the condition of 
the wreck in present position to de- 
termine the cause of exflosion.

MRS. HINMAN ENJOYS TEA 


(By Mrs. George Hinman, for The Con- 
stitution.) 

Schelling Strasse, Munich, November 
i5.—Our newly-made friends, Mr. and 
Mrs. Leibling, invited us to tea recent- 
lv~ and the occasion was unique and 
enjoyable. The Lieblings have very 
beautiful apartments, very handsomely 
furnished; one part is used for the 
conservatory and the other part for 
living. ¢ 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Liebling are very 
charming people; as they lived in Eng- 
land for eight years, they both speak 
English. He is German-—a brother of 
the Emil Liebling of Chicago, and wel! 
known here as a composer as well as 
a Pianist. She does literary work, and 
frequently writes the words to his 
songs. She is French, and has all the 
little French manners. They enter- 
tain very delightfully and very in- 
formally. We were the first to arrive, 
and, after greeting Mrs. Liebling she 
poured us each a cup of tea-—the most 
delicious Russian tea [ have ever 
tasted. The others soon came, and we 
were presented to them. There was 
Lady Block and her daughter, from 
‘‘onstantinople (her husband is English 
ambassador to Turkey); Mrs. Meinor, 
of the court opera house here in 
Munich; Father Hubert, a Franciscan 
monk, a very handsome and intel- 
lectual young man, who looked‘ quite 
picturesque in his gown with cord and 
tassels and sandals on his feet. He is 
quite “it here in Munich, the father 
confessor of the ducal tine of the royal] 
family, highly thought of as an ex- 
plorer, lecturer and author. There was 
also a German baroness, whose name I 
do not remember; and an American 
lady from Cleveland, Ohio, who is not 
a friend of the Lieblings, but whom 
Lady Block asked permission to bring, 
as she stops at the same pension. 
Quite a cosmopolitan company,. was it 
not? Mrs. Liebling seated me on the 
sofa behind the little tea table, which 
was set with most exquisite service on 
a pink linen cloth (I notice that color- 
ed linen is used much here), serviettes 
to match. Lady Block was on one side 
of me, ‘Hofopegnsangerin” in the 
other, und the mo opposite. Now, 
Lady Block spoke aly English and 
Turkish, the Sangerin only German 
and Hungarian, the monk French and 
German; sO you can imagine that I 
had my hands full keeping things go- 
ing. I can tell you my head swam be- 
fore the evening was over. There is 
one thing about German—I am so igno- 
rant of the grammar that I sail brave- 
ly in, regardless of my mistakes. I 
expect it is a case of “fools step in 
where angels fear to tread.” I man- 
aged to Keep the ball rolling until the 
party broke up and changed places to 
listen to the music. Lady Block is very 
,nteresting. She is studying with Mr. 
“Liebling and I am afraid I put my 
“foot into it’ when I remarked that 


Mr. Liebling played for. me generally 
when I took my lesson, for she said, 
“Why, he never plays for me.” Lady 
Block told me she had come to Munich 
for a rest from the servant problem, 
of which she gave me a somewhat 
humorous account; so we of the south 
are not the only sufferers. In fact, I 
hear the same complaint everywhere. 

After the sandwiches and tea, a most 
delicious desert was passed with wine. 
I thought this was the last, but the 
plates were again ghanged and hot 
meat patties were served. In the mean- 
while, Herr Liebling had come in, and 
shortly after Madam Meinor sang an 
aria from Sampson and Delia, and 
then two of Mr. Liebling’s songs from 
manuscript, which she is to sing before 
the Schiller Club. 


Musical Evening. 


Madame Meinor is an Austrian, a 
true Teuton in appearance. 

Mr. Liebling played several Chopin 
numbers, an arabesque of Schumann's 
and a Liszt rapsodie. He has a marvel- 
ous technique, and a touch as light as 
eiderdown as well as of great strength. 
Il have never heard him _ interpret 
Beethoven, but I imagine he would not 
be wholly satisfactory in this style. He 
really is more French than German in 
temperament. 

The American church is the center 
of social life among English-speaking 
people here, and a tea or reception is 
held every Saturday. We hear all 
about what is going on among our- 
selves and all the musical gossip. ‘It 
is interesting to know that, among 
New Yorkers, Atlanta has quite a repu- 
tation for enterprise in musical mat- 
ters. People think it very fine for a 
city of Atlanta’s size to have an oper- 
atic season. Also among singers, the 
“Atlanta opera season” is. looked for- 
ward to and taken into consideration 
in planning f the winter. 


stean Singers. 


There are American singers in all 
the German cities. Berlin, Dresden, 
Vienna and Munich. Miss Fay. of the 
Hofopera (court opera) here, is quite a 
popular singer, and a Mrs. Charlies 
Cashier, of the Hofopera in Vienna 
(also an American), sang with the 
Loew orchestra last Monday with great 
success. She gave a Lieder recital the 
following Saturday, and was received 
with applause, I understand. Mr. 
D’Arnelle, who sang at one of the At- 
lanta Kindergarten concerts a few 
years ago, has made a great success as 
a “Lieder” singer in Munich, Liepsic, 
Dresden and other cities, I am told. He 
has now gone to Italy to study opera. 
Mr. Ellison Van Hoose, also well Known 
in Atlanta, is located in Mayence, and 
doing well. So we are glad to Know 
that our compatriots are favorably re- 
ceived here.

The paramount issue in the cotton handling world today is the 
finding of some means to insure the validity of bills of lading issued 
against cotton for foreign shipment. 

The interest of the cotton belt is equivalent to the interest of 
Europe. For whatever interferes with the uninterrupted flow of 
the south’s backbone staple to the mills of the old world and the 
return flow of European gold to the southern states, must be almost 
equally disastrous to both factors. | 

It is superfluous to recite the failure several months ago of 
two large southern cotton firms, and the subsequent exposure of 


the use of fraudulent bills of lading. 

Obviously the bankers of Europe and other foreign cotton- 
consuming countries could not be expected to continue paying out 
money upon bills of exchange issued against bills of lading unless 
these bankers had some assurance that the bills of lading were bona 
fide, representing cotton actually placed in the hands of the car- 
riers for shipment to ultimate destination. 

So at conferences between leading European bankers, it 
was decided to demand of the cotton exchange buyers in America 
such safeguarding of bills of lading as would minimize, ff not alto- 


mention of which kas been made.

We have it on the word of one of the most prominent bankers 
in Atlanta that the surety company idea originated not in Europe, 
but in AMERICA, in New York city, and with the twin purposes 
of saving to that city the near moriopoly of handling foreign ex- 
change, based on cotton shipments, and of extracting from the 
cotton trade more and needless tribute for underwriting the genuine- 
ness of bills of lading.

It is unjust for the carriers to exact a fee for performing a 
function inevitably inherent in them—the certification of the gen- 
uineness of the bill of lading covering goods received by their 
agents. 

And it is one of the first business principles that a common 
carrier shall accept this liability. It is applied with all other com- 
modities, for domestic or foreign shipment. There is no reason 
Why cotton should be exempt. 

And now here is the pith of the situation, to which we have led 

up with a necessary introduction: * 
If the soythern bankers—the men right on the spot in the cot- 
ton belt—handled the bills of exchange for foreign shipments with- 
out going, as the overwhelming majority now do, to New York city, 
the matter of guaranteé¢ would take care of itself and a sum esti- 
mated at $1,500,000 would annually be saved to the south in profits 
on exchange. : 

It stands to reason that the Atlanta banker, for instance, issuing 
bills of London exchange against a local bill of lading is going to 
be satisfied that the document is genuine. All he has to do is to 
telephone, telegraph, write or call on the railroad agent for verifi- 
cation. There is absolutely no possibility for forged signatures 
or fraudulent invoices. 

The New York banker cannot do this. He must, perforce, ac- 
cept the terms of the bill of lading sent him by his southern corre- 
spondent, and issue foreign ¢xchange against it in the blind faith 
that it is genuine. The New York banker realizes his position. He 
realizes the untenability of his position—as a third party—in acting 


/as intermediary between the southern cotton buyer and the foreign 


banker. That is why he wants a guaranteed bill of lading, and he 
wants a fee to pay the expense of certification because he needs 
and can get the money, and because, unless he retains the monopoly

TODETECT INFANTILE 


Noted Investigator Tells of: 


Epidemics and Gives Ad- 
vice to Mothers. 


There is probably no other one thing 
that is causing the mothers of the na- 
tion more worry than the spread of in- 
fantile paralysis, which has proved to 
be both infectious and contagious. Dr. 
Jacolyn Manning, who has made a na- 
tion-wide investigation of this disease, 
tells in Hampton's Magazine for De- 
cember how any mother may tell 
whether her ailing child is suffering 
ae the malady, and what to do if it 
s 


“Infantile paralysis comes on the vic- 
tim within from one to fourteen days 
after exposuré to infection,” says Dr. 
Manning. “The first symptoms may 
not be distinct, although unusually 
there is a slight running at the nose. 
An extreme tenderness along the spine 
and of the limbs is noticeable, the use 
of the: muscles may be impaired, and 
then follows the paralysis. 

“The victim, usually a chil® lies on 
its side with rigid neck and head a 
trifle retracted, is slightly delirious ang 
in a state of semi-coma which differs 
materially from a natural sleep. Nerv- 
ous twitching and tenderness along the 
spine are marked. The tenderness on 
thighs is so great that 


sitting position. If an arm Is paralyz.- 
ed subsequently the parents will recall 
that the child cried whenever that arm 
was touched. The pulse ts rapid, ir- 
regular, running, often reaching a rate 
impossible to count. The temperature 
ranges from 101 degrees to 107 de- 
grees. There may be digestive disturb- 
ances. but the physician usually finds 
a profoundly torpid condition of the 
organs of elimination. Paralysis usu- 
ally follows in 48 hours. I nfatal cases, 
death results from the third to fifth 
day. 

“The secretion of the nose and throat 
of a victim of the disease carries the 
poison, and other persons may be in- 
fected by these germs. The poison has 
been spread throughout a state from 
one public promiscuous gathering, such 
as a county fair, a Fourth of July 
celebration, a street fair. It has been 
taken from New York to Cuba. It 
was brought from Scandinavia to 
America. 

“Paralysis may be the only symptom 
noted. .. child fretful on retiring may 
wake with paralysis of leg or arm. 4:1€ 
paralysis tsually, however, comes on 
at the end of the second day of illness 
and gradually extends for the next 
seventy-two hours. It may appear a8 
late as two weeks after the initial 
‘liIness. The legs are more apt to be 
affected, as in the record cited above 
a trifle over 50 per cent were paralyzed 
in one or both lower extremities. This 
paralysis is usually not total, and the 
child himself will make a hopeful prog- 
nosis when he discovers he can wrig- 
gle his toes. The paralysis will begin 
to clear, in favorable cases, from the 
fifth to the «tenth day after it was 
first apparent, and may entirely dis- 
appear. 

“By yome wonderful adaptation of 
nature there is a great effort to make 
other nerve channels take up the work 
of the destroyed cells, and hence the 
value of keeping the muscies artificial- 
ly active by the use of massage and 
mad electrical treatments.” 

The terribic contagious and infec- 
tious character of intantile paralysis, 
which is spreading to an alarming ex- 
tent throughout ‘the United States, is 
forcefully told by Dr. Manning. 

“One case in a territory previously 
free from the disease will be followed 
by a devil's ring of contiguous cases,” 
Dr. Manning points out. “Notable proof 
of this fact is the hisrory of the epi- 
demic in Nebraska In 1909. A child 
convalescing from an acute attack 
came to Stromburg in the middle of 
May. On the last day of May the first 
new’ case was reported. By July first 
there were tuirty cases. The danger 
was not recognized by the public, and 
there was no way to stop a great 
Fourth of July celebration which had 
been planned. People came from the 
surrounding country and from distant 
parts of the state to this celebration. 

“In the eight weeks following, there 
were 145 cases in the territory around 
Stromburg, and the epidemic broke out 
in other sections which had had repre- 
sentatives at the Stromburg celebra- 
tion. In all, 999 cases were reported 
in Nebraska that summer, although the 
health authorities did everything pos- 
sible to isolate cases after the danger 
had becom: apparent.”

Of the 250,000,000,000 matches used 
yearly in this ecountry—more_ than 
seven a day for every man, woman and 
child—four-fifths are of a type that 
(practically every nation of commer- 
cial importance prohibits. For the 
|head of the ordinary “double-dip” par- 
lor match is made of a poison worse 
| than deadly to the workers in match 
| factories. Stealing insidiously through 
\@ tiny crack in a tooth, it rots the 
tooth, rots the jawbone, requires mu- 
tilating operations and often results 
in death after lingering years of suf- 
fering. Phosphorus necrosis in match- 
makers is so terrible that it would be 
good reason for returning to the flint 
and steel of our forbears if there were 
no other way of making fire. 

But there is a harmless substitute 
for the poisonous white phosphorus 
'It is to our disgrace that the Uv''.1 
States has lagged behind other | 
in demanding its use. The indiffe-- 
ence of big business, the tariff, inter- 
na] revenue taxes, a “trust” smother- 
ing harmless but more expensive ma- 
terial, a lack of public Information on 
the subject and the voiceless obscuri- 
ty of the match workers have all been 
factors in our tardy beginning 
year to wipe out this unnecessary in- 
dustrial 
congress. 


Match manufacturers have strug- 
gled for three-quarters of a century 
to mirimize the danger. Frightful 
epidemics of necrosis ran through the 
picneer shops in south Germany and 
Austria. The first steps were to re- 
quire personal cleanliness and good 
ventilation to do away with the extra 
dangerous fumes from damp phospho- 
rus. Separate rooms were set aside 
for preparing the match head, for dip- 
ping and drying. and for packing. 
Improved machinery was _ invented. 
Women and children were excluded 
from many branches of the work, 

The laws prevented a recurrence of 
the epidemics, but did not eliminate 
necrosis. It is fmpossible for statute 
law to make every worker observe 
rules that restrict unconscfous im- 
pulses, such as picking the teeth 
which carries the poison into the sys- 
tem. 

One after another the countries of 
Europe have proscribed poisonous 
phosphorus. Finland and Denmark 
took the lead. Switzerland and 
France followed the example. In 
1906 France, Denmark, Luxemburg, 
Italy, Switzerland, the Netherlands and 
Germany signed a treaty by which it 
is forbidden. Great Britain has sign- 
ed the treaty more recently. 

The tardy attitude of the United 
States was in part because we 4id not 
at first have quite as serious trouble 
as the old world. For a long time 
our factories made more use of ma- 
chinery. Though it was generally 
supposed that phosphorus necrosis had 
been successfully combated, agents of 
the United States Bureau of Labor in 
1909 visited fifteen match factories 
and found sixteen cases of necrosis. 
Eighty-two cases were discovered in 
the homes of the working people of 
three factories, and in one modern fac- 
tory they secured records of forty 
cases. There is no way to prevent 
necrosis so long as white phosphorus 
is used. 

The investigation resulted in the in- 
troduction of a bill in congress by 
Representative John Esch for a pro- 
hibitive tax on matches made of white 
phosphorus. This will come up again 
this month. 

The history of match making in this 
country is interesting. There were 
once seventy-five factorfes, but the 
internal revenue taxes following the 
civil war drove many out of business. 
Large makers were given a special 
discount for purchasing revenue 
stamps in big lots. Today there are 
only sixteen factories, with the Dtia- 
mond Match Company as the largest, 
chiefly responsible for the present 
conditions. 

The patent for the most used of the 
harmless substitutes for white phos- 
phorus, sesquisulphide of phosphorus, 
is held in thig country by the Diamond 
Match Company. A few years ago it 
advertised a non-poisonous match, but 
the jobbers, it is said, returned 40 per 
cent as defective. They cost to make 
about 5 per cent more than ordinary 
matches and their production was dis- 
continued. No further strep was taken 
until last year, when, owrtng to ‘the 
investigation, the (president of the 
Diamond Match Company wrote that 
if the government prohibited white 
phosphorus his company was willing 
to allow the use of sesquisulphide by 
other manufactures on “equal terms” 
with itself. The terms were specified 
last July. The first requirement was

The Diamond company values the 
American patent In sesquisulphide at 
$100,000. This figure, it is stated, does 
not include sums spent for experi- 
mental work and expert services, but 
represents the purchase cost. Each 
independent company is to pay that 
percentage of $100,000 which its an- 
nual production bears to the total. A 
royalty of four-tenths of 1 eent for 
each 1,000 matches is exacted for any 
excess over the amount that a com- 
pany'’s percentage calls for. Manu- 
facturers are to be permitted to use 
other 
rus. It was provided that only 500 
matches could be packed in a box. 

The smaller companies were slow to 
agree to the terms. In former years 
they sometimes found their matches 
sold below their own price, and they 
charged that the large corporation 
bought up the goods to break their 
market. They even accused their trust 
rival of storing their goods in damp 
basements in order to spoi] them and 
injure their sale. After year of guer- 
rilla warfare, the Diamond company 
came to be feared and hated. 

At present the Diamond company 
makes a special contract with whole- 
sale dealers by which ft consigns 
goods, but retains the title to them. 
The merchant must handle its product 
exclusively and has a special discount 
of 10 per cent. Techincally

You shall mark how the common- 
place mind leaps like ai frightened 
thing to spit forth the nickname of 
anarchy when his littlenesses are as- 
sailed. The bewildered mob leaps 
forth from its anarchic home and 
rushes forthwith to cast stones at an- 
archy. But the man who is stoned or 
starved or assailed as anarchist to- 
day is like enough to be enshrined as 
demigod tomorrow. 

The new revelation toward the 
heights is ever anarchic to the hide- 
bound. The giver of the new Truth 
looms ever anarchic to the followers 
of the state law; for he breaks the old 
law and shatters it. To the form- 
ridden Israelites, the Mightiest of the 
Jews loomed anarchic; the Scribes and 
Jharisees assailed the Christ as an- 
archist, and crucified Him for it—for 
indeed He was anarchist to their an- 
archy. To the Roman soldiery and to 
the Scribes and Pharisees, the Christ 
was the breaker of the old law, for 
He created the new law.

The performance must pe regarded 
not as a musical production, but as 
an episodic Bible drama with frequent 
tableaux, the thread of the narrative 
being maintained by a prologue and a 
band of soloists and choristers.

Each act contains one or more Biblical 
pictures in which men, women 4dand 
children represent familiar person- 
ages. Though mute and motionless, 
these are clearly identified by the sing- 
ing narrator. For example, weeping 
women are not so unusual! in Old and 
New Testament stories but that the 
tableau representing the lamenting 
bride in the Song of Solomon might be 
a mere thing of beauty were it not for 
the kindly offices of this didactic nar- 
rator. The nucleus of the act, however, 
is always an incident in the life of 
Christ presented by the few actors on 
whom the success of the performance 
really depends. These persons speak 
their lines entirely, always without 
musical accompaniment and never 
bursting into song. The Christ, for 
instance, enters Jerusalem amid the 
acclamations and songs of the people, 
but himself responds with nothing 
more than an unspoken blessing. Dur- 
ing the agony in the garden, no leit- 
motif voices his sorrows, no orchestral 
voice guides him to the angel. So 
with Judase, whose great scene—the 
monologue preceding suicide—is a no-

ble git of pure drama unspoiled by 
“incidental” music. Even in the emo- 
tional scene presenting the parting be- 
tween the Christ and Mary at Em- 
maus the adapters of the spectacle 
have, with noble artistic restraint, re- 
sisted the temptation to introduce mu- 
sic. Only two moments in the pro- 
cession of events are purely musical: 
at 8 o'clock in the morning an orches- 
tral “symphony” and choral prelude 
prepare the way for the events of 
the day, and at 6 in the evening the 
Hallelujah and Fugue proclaim the 
triumphant end of the story.

About twelve years ago the colored 
men’s branch of the Young Men's 
Christian Association of the city was 
organized, and from then until two 
years ago it did vailant service in neip- 
ing to prepare the negro youth of the 
city for life’s work. It was organized 
in the basement of Wheat Street Bap- 
tist church, on Auburn avenue. After 
moving from place to place for four 
years, the central association took hold 
of the branch, and the now valuable 
Auburn avenue property was purchased 
for $8,800, more than $2,000 of -he 
Purchase price being paid by the white 
citizens. 

Under Secretary Weatherby the work 
of the branch made rapid progress for 
six years, until his resignation in the 
fall of 1908. Weatherby had an espe- 
clally strong hold on the boys of the 
city. It was a benediction to the heart 
of any parent to witness one of his 
Sunday afternoon meetings with the 
boy’s department. The buildiag was 
lately visited by both the young men 
and boys, especially in the evenings, 
and what facilities it offered were well 
used. 

Perhaps the leading feature of the 
branch during these years wag its 
night school, This night school touch- 
ed the whole life of the city, in a real- 
ly helpful way, to a much greater 
degree than some of us realized. if 
the statistics could be made it would 
be found that the men and boys doing 
good service in places of responsibili- 
ty inthe city who got their start or 
all of their training in the night school 
of the colored branch of the Young 
Men's Christian Association, number tin 
the hundreds.

The Quick and the Dead. .

The spirit that animated ancient 
Greece and Italy and Spain is depart- 
ed, the breath has left tne dead body. 
its aim, its 1aeals, its attitude, its vital 
significance are no more. We may 
look back upon the loftiness of its 
ambitions, the splendor of its ideals, 
the high intention of its nobler 
achievement, with admiration, for 
their art has something of immortality 
in these; but in itg fullness and in its 
intimacy we shall never know it. It 
has passed forever. A new age has 
dawned—a new generation—that needs 
new lamps for its beacon-light, new 
ambitions for its forward moving, that 
feels differently, sees differently.

"DR. BROWN BUYS PLANT 
TO MANUFACTURE OXYGEN 


The purchase of a plant for the 
manufacture of oxygen is the latest 
departure of Dr. George Brown, the 
well-known tuberculosis specialist and 
founder of the Pine Ridge Sanita- 
rium. 

While in Paris recently, Dr. Brown 
inspected the apparatus which has re- 
cently been invented by Dr. Desoughet 
for the manufacture of oxygen and he 
immediately put in an order for one 
of the plants. The machine can be 
installed in the office of the physician 
using it and oxygen can thus be man- 
ufactured» much cheaper than it can be 
bought. 

The plant which Dr. Brown pur- 
chased is now on the way to Atlanta 
fmom Paris, and will arrive within the 
next ten days It will be the first 
oxygen manufacturing plant ever put 
in operation south of Mason and Dix- 
on’s line, . 

The health-restoring properties of 
oxygen were discovered by Priestly in 
1774, and medical experts the world 


ogg have readily admitted its wonder- 


ful power in restoring the human body 
to its normal state when oxygenation 
is deficient by reason of disease. It is 
s0 expensive, however, that physicians 
can Only make use of it in cases of ex- 
treme necessity and as a last resort 
in saving life in cases of pneumonia 
and tuberculosis. 

Discussing the wonderful properties 


of oxygen, The Scientific American 
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says. 


“In such diseases as dyspnoea, em- 
whooping- 


physema, asthma, croup, 
cough, asphyxia, tuberculosis and 
pneumonia, oxygen mixed with a deter- 
minate quantity of air, energizes to a 
considerable degree the nutritive func- 
tions, increases the appetite, slightly 
elevates? the temperature, stimulates 
the cardiac movements and augents 
the bodily weight.” 

Dr. Woods Hutcheson declares that 
oxygen is destined to play an import- 
ant part in the preservation of health 
and the prevention of disease, and that 
in the near future “‘the exhausted and 
perspiring athlete may walk into the 
club Riouse and call for an oxygen fizz 
instead of a Scotch highball.” 

Paul Birt says: “Where oxygen is. 
disease is not; and where disease is, 
oxygen is not.” 

Thus, while eminent physicians have 
extolled the praises of the value of 
oxygen to the human system, the phy- 
sician has been limited to its use in 
very small quantities because of its 
high cost. 

With his own plant In his office, Dr. 
Brown will be in position to manufac- 
ture his own oxygen at a greatly re- 
duced expense. and in any quantity he 
desires. In the treatment of such dan- 
gwerous diseases as pneumonia and tu- | 
berculosis he’ expects to find it an in-! 
valuable aid.

No, sir; in our travel of 40 miles, 
inviting fires blazed from every cabin, 
wood was piled high for the Christmag 
holidays, nearly every home had hogs 
in the pens, corn in the cribs; cows— 
at least one cow—for milk, and an in- 
dependent bearing that said louder 
than words could ever Say: “We want 
no soup-house relief, no depending 
upon charities, of whatever name to 
weaken the independent spirit that in 
us lives.” These are “tenants,” the 
and pretty soon thousands 
cease to be “tenants;’ 


spirit is rife in the land that every 
Georgian without a home shall get him 
one, and a companion sentiment goes 
with this, that the country ehurch 
shall be preserved, that schools shall 
thrive, that good roads shall be the 
rule and not the exception. 

As much as we saw that was so 
cheering, nothing impressed us as be- 
ing better or more pleasing than the 
old peoplo’s chance in the country. Old 
folks are not just some old cast-off 
thing in country life. There yet re- 
mains a reverence for age and affec- 
tionate consideration for thé old man 
and the old woman. These old folks 
Showed up all along. Not all of them 
have homes of their own, but they have 
snug cabins wherever they may be, and 
where they are too feeble to do it 
themselves, neighbors see that they 
have wood cut and piled up a plenty 
for fires night and day. Before their 
these old people spend 
their time, and se]4om do they grow

times a cob, but mostly a small clay 
pipe, with cane stem. These - have

found some good cold victuals. Romp- 
ing young folks like to rush in on 
these old folks to warm for a moment 
or to bring something for their Christ- 
mas fare. The hunters drop in and 
leave a rabbit or a squirrel; their sup- 
ply of tobacco is kept up, and all this 
pertains whether the old folks have 
children or not, and all without the 
forming of any society—it is the nat- 
ural trend of life in the country. But 
better ‘than all this lies the fact that 
old folks can get work in the country. 
A man at 60 is not informed that he 
is too old when he applies for work— 
they are given a trial even at 80, and 
ninety-nine times out of a hundred the 
old man “makes good.” The strictures 
that are sometimes put upon widows 
applying for work in the towns be- 
cause: they have children is hard, cruel- 
ly hard, byt I doubt if a more crue! 
sentence could be uttered than to tell 
a man he is too old—‘to old for the 
job.” There is no such in life on the 
farm—something can be found for the 
old to do. At one of the homes of an 
old couple we saw a full wagon load 
of fine broomstraw, piled away ready 
for making the old-fashioned straw 
brooms, and they find a ready sale. 
This old couple are cheerful and pros- 
perous. The old man hag lots of white- 
oak splits hanging around the cabin, 
with which he bottoms chairs for the 
settlement; besides, he makes  ax- 
handles and Keeps them on hand, and 
never a man of that settlement goes to 
the store for a handle. So it goes, one 
way or another; old people of the 
country manage to live without feeling 
under obligations—they are considered 
no burden, the people take it as a 
privilege to help such old people to 
whatever they may need. 

But there are not many of these 
very old people—perhaps such a couple 
are found in every radius of five or six 
miles, and they mellow that territory. 
If they were in town, they would be 
sent to the “poorhouse.” Grading up 
from these comes the vigorous tenants 
and the prospeous home-owners. There 
are no very rich folkKs in the country; 
if a man owns a thousand acres, it is 
not very rich, from a city standpoint; 
but there is the strength of  self- 
reliance and independence that makes 
up for the lack of great wealth. If a 
family is visited by some contagious 
or lingering sickness, neighbors work 
their crops and s@€e to their needs— 
this is all a matter of course, and in 
the round of life is more than apt to 
even up. They help one another in 
such substantial way as -enables the 
poorest of them to resume their work 
after recovering without any great 
burden of debt resting upon them. 
This impressed us as the best way-—— 
help folks to help themselves. Brown 
had smalipox last year, and the 
Methodist of Atlanta spent enough 
upon him to hae fixed him on a farm 
for life. However, these Methodists 
saved my old friend’s life, and per- 
haps that was best, for some folks 
won't work nohow.

If it is true that the literature of tne 
moment reflects the thought and in- 
clination of the moment, the outlook 18 
most encouraging, for the books put 


out to meet the demands of the holi- 


day purchase are almost {hose which 
deal with travel, historic research 
and the lives of people who have done 
to make history in what- 
individual opporturfity lay. 
kind there is no more 
than the “Life of Wil- 
liam H. Baldwin,” written by Dr. John 
Graham Brooks, in which the~-mean- 
ing of efficient citizenship is eloquently 
set forth in the story of 
American’s short bit useful life. 

The book is one which should find 
place on the lfbrary table of men who 
are interastcd in the now vital sub- 
ject to Americans who think that of 
the right kind of citizenship. It should 
find place in the uviversity and college 
and school library, where the youth 
of the time may find in men of their 
own time examples of greatness, in- 
separable from war, politics and the 
more superficial activities of public 
life. 

“To the men and women of the Amer- 
ica in whose keeping lies the civic and 
business honor of the nation,” Dr. 
Brooks dedicates the book. 

In a group of university students 
one day the biographer was discussing 
the service Mr. Baldwin had rendered 
his fellow man, bringing out dramatic 
incidents, when one of tlhe students 
romarked: ‘That man’s life ought to 
be put in shape so that we can al! have 
access to it.” 

“It would be a calamity if Such a 
life as his were to pass without re- 
cording” was the expression of his 
classmates, and subsequently Dr. 
Brooks was asked to write the story 
of hig life by the surviving members 
of the Baldwin family. 

He calls to mind the complexities 
of that time in which Mr. Baldwin 
found himself when entering upon his 
bosiness career—complexities whicn 
tried the integrity of citizenship, with 
dominant problems, the one, racial, the 
other of labor and capital. 

They Want Power 

“The strongest men do not care pri- 
marily for money,” Dr. Brooks writes. 

“They want power of which money 
is the best practical symbol. They 
want power to defeat their rivals, They 
want it to compel a leadership in the 
affairs of men. They want it for all 
the extravagant tovs with which the 
embarrassed rich helplessly surround 
themselves. Well-nigh inaccessibie 
extravagance is the hall-mark of socia) 
distinction which the average sensual 
man desires above all things. The final 
touchstone of a saving citizenship ts 
in the uses to which this power ds put. 
To this high test I would submit Bala- 
win’s entire career.” 

“It was much to have the appealing 
charms of personality and the rare 
gift for friendship which he possessed. 
It was much to have the gay and de- 
lilant optimism which never failed him.

“Mr. Baldwin was, in his higher and 
nobker sense, fundamentally a demo- 
crat. The tap-root of his democracy 
was a simple and genuine sympathy 
with his fellowmen.”’

tween capital and labor. The an- 
nouncement, given out this afternoon 
after the close of business, follows: 


“On January 1, I will have been with 
the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. ten 


years and engaged in business activi-f 


tles over thirty years. I am w -thdraw- 
ing to devote more time to corporation 
work and work of a public nature in 
which I am deeply interested. 

“In continuing my relations with the 
industrial and ‘other: bus-ness organi- 
zations with which I am connected, I 
hope to find further opportunity. for 
extending the principles of profit- 
sharing and other benefit plans which, 
experience has shown, offer a pfrac- 
ticalgsolution of some of the difficul- 
ties existing between capital and 
labor. 

Problems Face Country. 

‘At Columbia university two years 
ago, and at Harvard university last 
spring. I spoke of the importance of 
solving the new problems at pfesent 
fac‘ng the country which have fol- 
lowed the organization of the great 
co-operative combinations of capital, 
and it is my hope that the experience 
I have had may enable me to con- 
tribute something toward the adjust- 
ment of those matters, which seem to 
me to be of the largest consequence to 
this country.”

Cotton and the Sou ‘h. , 


(From Manvfacturers’ Record, Decem- 
ber 1, 1910.) 


In connection with an estimate of 
the 1910-11 cotton crop of 11,100,000 
bales, Mr. William P. Brown, of New 
Orleans, says: 

I feel that it is almost 
south to produce cotton enough during the next 
few years to supply the actual requirements of the 
world. lt might, however, do s0 at a price, say 
20 cents or above, which price would enable the 
southern farmer to give all of His attention to 
the growth of cotton at the expense of other 
crops. 

Cotton at 50 cents or at $1 a pound 
would not justify the south in negiect- 
ting every other agricultural interest 
for cotton-growing. It wouid undoubt- 
edly mean temporary prosperity, but 
such could only come with a sacrifice 
of the south’s greatest heritage in 
agriculture. 

As influcntial as cotton has been in 
southern development, too much con- 
cern for that one crop has never ham- 
pered well-rounded southern materiai 
growth, Cotton fastened the institu- 
tion ef slavery upon the south at @ 
time when it was beginning to pass, 
just as it passed in other parts of the 
country, in compliance with economic 
laws. The invention of the cotton gin 
was a direct incentive to “an increase 
in the number of slaves in the cotton 
fields, and for 50 years the south itself 
was a slave to the cotton spindles ot 
the world. In the midst of the south’s 
beginnings in industrial development 
of the machinery age, which was in- 
ducing a wider diversification in agri- 
culture, came the wreck of the six- 
ties. After that the south, perforce, 
devoted its great energies in agricul- 
ture to cotton, and only in the past 25 
years has it approached again the de- 
sirable position where cotton, more 
important than ever as far as crop 
values are concerned, shali really be 
complementary to other farm products.

Entering the town, I took ae look at 
the tomb. It fs a sort of cavern cut 
out of limestone and entered by steep 
steps. It belongs to the Franciscan 
monks, who often say mass there. 

The house of Mary and Martha, in 
which Christ stopped, is said to have 
been in an inclosure which is now 
full of brambles and wild cactus, There 
is no building left, although the guides 
point out a pile of stones which they 
say was once a part of the wail. 

On the way to Bethany I was shown 
the site of the fig tree which was 
cursed by the Savior and from then: 
on never bore fruit. There are many! 
fig trees about, and orchards of them 
are to be found in most parts of the 
Holy Land. It was on the road to 
Bethany that Christ mounted the colt 
which carrie€d him on his triumphant 
march to Jerusalem. 


A Roek Which Causes Lumbago. 

Shortly after I left Bethany I saw a 
curfous sight by the roadside. This 
was a man leaning backward over a 
great gray bowlder, and rubbing him- 
self violently upon it. There were 
some stones on top of the rock and ! 
observed that the man added another 
stone to the pile, and that he kissed 
the rock as he left. I asked my guide 
the secret of his actions. He replied: 
“That stone is called tke father of 
rocks, and it is said to be a sure cure 
for iumbago and backache. The peo- 
ple here tAink that anyone so af- 
flicted will be cured if he can rub his 
sore spot against it. I am told that 
those who believe in the cure can rub 
themselves into a state of good 
health.”

Jericho, 1910.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Have you heard of the excava- 
tions which the Austrians are making 
away out here on the edge of the Jor- EI Sa ase 
dan? They have discovered the site| 7 oe a age ERE 
of old Jericho, and are digging up the eins ssbe ngtmed amin 
walls which fell down at the blast of 
Joshua’s trumpet. The place is just 
about fourteen miles from Jerusalem 
as the crow files. It lies on a little 
plateau right under the mountain 
upon whieh it ts said our Lord was 
tempted by the devil and promised 73 oe ze P 
the world. It ts about three miles ecsatiii ages se Acs Midi alte: ok ie alam wre? 
from the present town of Jericho, ae gaan oii BETS Sirsa eae LEB ai Seas See 
where I am stopping, and within easy 
access of it by foot, horse or carriage. 
I have spent a day with the excavat- 
ors. There are 300 peasant men and 
women digging up the ruins, and the 
Austrians have laid down a railway 
to earry the dirt outside the walls. 
They are using steel cars, pushed by 
hand. They are finding all sorts of 
relics and are unearthing new histor- 
ical facts. 

The work began about three years 
ago under the Austrian ministry, of 
education, and the uncovering of the 
mounds showed the remains of a great 
fortress city, which was undoubtedly 
the Jericho of Canaan. This lies on 
e plateau, surrounded by great walls, 
some of which are of stone. It had 
inner walis and a citadel, and was 
flanked -with strong towers. The 
heart of the city was about 1,200 feet 
long and 525 feet wide. 

The Houses of Old Jericho. 

Many of the houses have been un- 
earthed. I have walked through streets 
which were in use when Moses and 
the Israelites were wandering in the 
wilderness, and have tramped up and 
down staircases of clay which were 
bullt hundreds of years before Christ.

In one of the buildings, which is sup- 
posed tb have been made twenty-seven 
hundred years ago, there was found an 
uncovered courtyard. The house seems 
to have been abandoned during a fire,

cracked. They had clay corks as big 
as a tomato, with a hole through the 
center. There are hundreds of these 
corks lying on the ground. There are 
also stone mortars which were used 
for grain grinding, and the remains 
of amphorae, or huge jars with necks 
and side handles, which were buried 
in the earth and kept to hold wine or 
grain. The most of the pottery is cov- 
ered with a white glaze, and some of 
it has vertical stripes of yellow painted 
upon It. 

As to the buildings, the stone wails 
are built without angles, the cracks 
being filled in with smaller stones. 
The work was done with tools of 
bronze, and some of it dates back 
beyond history. The heart of the city 
is On an egg-shaped plateau, just above 
the plain of the Jordan. So far about 
$8,000 has been expended on the work. 


A Magnificent City. 

Tt is difficult in wandering through 
these ruins of ‘mud, brick and rough 
stone to realize that Jericho was a 
magnificent city. The one of Joshua 
was not so in our sense of the word, 
although it covered a large area and 
was thickly populated. There are nv 
remnants of great marble columns, 
and it is said that that Jericho had 
disappeared long before Christ came 
and that another had taken its place 


Joshua and Rahab. 
Rahab, the fair lady who was not 80 
good as she should be, who lived upon 
the walls of Jericho, and who hid 
Joshua's spies under the stalks of flax 
which she had stored up on her roof. 
She told them of the terror which pre- 
valled in the city over the possible in- 
vasion of Joshua, and made them 
promise to save her when Jericho was 
taken. The spies arranged with her 
that she should tie some red thread 
to the bars of her window when her 
house would be spared. She then let 
them down by a cord through the win- 
dow, and they escaped and .reported 
to Joshua. That was a good day’s 
work for Rahab. The promise of the 


spies was carried out by the Israelites, 


and Rahab was not only preserved, but 
she married one of the princes of Ju- 
dah, @ man named Salmon, and thereby 
became one of the most famous women 
of tne ancestral tree of the tisraelites.

At the Fountain of Elisha. 


Right under old Jericho where these 
people are working is the fountain of 
Elisha which the prophet made sweet 
by throwing salt into it. It is not 
far from the spot where he was mock- 
ed by the children. who cried after 
him: “Go up. thou baid-head.” “There- 
upon,” says the Scriptures, “the 
re , prophet turne@ and cursed them in 
the name of the Lord. And there 
came forth two she bears out of the 
woods and tare forty and two chil- 
dren of them.” 

It is said that the place where Fli- 
‘jah was carried up in a whirlwind 
to Heaven was not far from Jericho, 
and on my way down here from Jeru- 
salem I saw the cave in which that 
prophet ts said to have been fed by 
ravens. It is in the Wady Kelt, a 
great dry rocky canyon with walis 
many feet high. The cave is a few 
miles from Jericho, halfway up the 
side of the gorge, and is partly hidden 
by a monastery which the Greeks have 
built at that place. : 

In the Wilderness of Judea. 

But let me tell you how I came 
down to Jericho. The way from Je- 
rusalem is through the wilderness of 
Judea, one of the roughest and stoniest 
lands of the _world. There is but 
little green to be seen, and the glare is 
intense. The dust of the road is of 
limestone and chalk, and it Is so thick 
that it gets into your eyes, mouth 
and nostrils. The road is the chief 
highway from the Jordan to the Holy 
City, and it is traveled by thousands. 
The traffiC was even greater in the 
time of Christ, for the Jordan valley 
was then covered with irrigated farms. 
and the rich men of Jerusalem had 
their winter homes here. 

I left Jerusalem In a carriage, g0- 
ing out through the Damascus gate, 
crossing the valley of Jehosophat and 
skirting the Garden of Gethsemane at 
the foot of the Mount of Olives. A Ht- 
tle farther on we passed a slaughter 
house, in which all the animals eaten 
in Jerusalem are killed, and then 
mounting the hills, came to the vil- 
lage of Bethany. 

My carriage was an easy victoria 
drawn by three Arabian horses, and 
the coachman was a Syrian Jehu, with 
hair as red and a face as fair as mine 
own. I had a Turkish soldier with me 
to keep off the robbers. He was fur- 
nished by the government of Jerusalem 
at a cost of $3, and is under the di- 
rect command of the shiek here at 
Jericho. This soldier carries a gun and 
sword, and he goes ahead, nominally 
to clear the road. Every.party I met 
on the way had similar soidiers, and 
this included the Russian pilgrims as 
well as hunters from Jerusalem on 
their way for game in the lands be- 
yond the Jordan. 

At the Tomb of Lazarus. 

I stopped at Bethany to look at Laz- 
arus’ tomb, and .as I did so was re- 
minded of what Mark Twain said, | 
namely, “That he would rather sleep 
in the tomb than in any other house 
in the place.” The Bethany of today is 
‘a dirty, ragged village of forty or 
fifty stone huts inhabited by perhaps 
200 people. The houses stand on the

read by her before the state confer- 
ence in Savannah, will be given in 
this column in four weekly install- 
ments.

Kettle Creek Monument.

The site of the battle was purchased 
by the Kettle Creek Chapter, and a 
public road to it has been opened.

The D. A. R. are working to 
locate this path, which very probably 
took the direction of the old Indian 
trails, aud any aid the public can give 
in either facts or suggestions will be 
appreciated. 

Another important event in Georgia 
Listory which has been made promi- 
nent this year througn the plans made 
by the: Piedmont Continental chapter 
of Atlanta to erect a tablet to com- 
memorate-the deed, is the treaty at In- 
dian Springs, where William McIntosh, 
the head chief of the Creek Indians 
transferred to Georgia all the lands 
west of the Flint river. For this act 


he was murdered by some dissatisfied | 


Indians. Yet he lies in an unknown 
grave and his name almost forgotten, 
while we enjoy the fruit of the land. 

Do we not make our history more 
glorious by honoring those who 
made it? 

A state regent, commissioned in May, 
and committees appointed when chap- 
ters are about to suspend work for 
the summer, have only a brief period 
of work to review in reports made in 
November.

COUNCIL OF JEWISH 
WOMEN OUTLINE PLANS 


The monthly meeting of the Council 
of Jewish Women, which was held 
Wednesday afternoon, in the vestry of 
the Temple,- was both profitable and 
pleasant. The keynote of the Council 
of Jewish Women is the uplift of hu- 
manity, and the belief that the. best 
means to this end ig education—educa- 
tion of mind, body and soul. 

Wtih this in view, the council at the 
meeting made contributions of $25 to 
the Student Aid Fund and $10 to the 
Girls’ Night school. _ 

The council also enrolled itself as a 
member of the National Child Labor 
Movement, at an annual subscription 
of not less than $2. 

Magazines were colHected to be dis- 
tributed by the committee on education 
among various institutions, and books 
were donated for the Boys’ Club. 
School bookKs were promised for the 
rural schools. Mrs. Sonn, chairman of 
the committee on education, reported 
a donation of $10 by Mrs. Kriegshaber, 
of which $5 is to be expended for the 
Bleckley Memorial school and $5 for 
the Students’ Aid Fund. This commit- 
tee reported its home influence circle 
well under way, with a number of in- 
terested members. This circle, as its 
name implies, is for the study of the 
forces of home influence, particularly 
from the standpoint of mother’s infiu- 
ence in rearing the child, and by in- 
trospection, analysis, and comparison 
with the methods of others, gain use- 


ful guidance for the making of good 


men and women. Another culture cir- 
cle is to be formed during the month 
by Miss Clemmie Haas, to be composed 
of boys and girls from the age of 14 
to 17 years. 

The committee on emigrant aid, of 
which Mrs. J. T. Fichberg is the capa- 
ble chairman, reported six immigrant 
girls to whom she was’7 giving her 
friendly care, and who were self-sup- 
porting and doing well. 

A full and detailed report of the 
convention at Athfens held by the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs was read 
by Mrs. V. H. Kriegshaber, the coun- 
cil’s representative on this occasion, 
inspiring the council with pride in the 
achievements of its sister clubs 
throughout the state, and accepting 
helpful suggestions for future work. 

As a first step, a committee on civics 
was added by the council, and much 
g00d work planned under this head. 

The business meeting concluded, and 
all committees having reported, the 
program of the afternoon, in charge of 
Mrs. Sig Montag, was enjoyed.

the Times Was Success of 
the First Meeting. 


The assembly room of the Carnegie 
library was full of an interested and 
interesting crowd gathered in the first 
of a series of open meetings to be held 
throughout the winter under the au- 
spices of the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and the Fulton County 
Medical Society. 

Dr. R. R. Daly, in opening the meet- 
ing, said that the doctors of Fulton 
county realized that in an efficient 
crusade for better hygienic conditions 
they must enlist the help of the 
women. 

It was for this purpose that the Ful- 
ton County Medical Society had asked 
the Georgia FEederation of Women's 
Clubs to co-operate with them in this 
series of educational meetings for con- 
servation of the health of children. 

Dr. Charles Boynton read the first of 
the two helpful and instructive papers. 
His subject was “Infant Mortality; 
Cause and Prevention.” 

Dr. Boynton’s paper was published in 
full in last Sunday’s Constitution, and 
we hope many mothers itn Georgia read 
it and will ponder it. 

The paper was pertinent, scientific 
and helpful in the highest degree, and 
it speaks well for the unselfish and al- 
truistic nature of this significant en- 
deavor for public good, when such a 
busy, overworked physician will take 
the time to prepare and read such a 
paper from benevolent motives. 

At the close of Dr. Boynton’s paper, 
Dr. Fred Hodgson spoke earnestly and 
convincingly on the need of more out- 
door life and fresh air for mothers. 

Strong mothers are needed for strong 
children. He also complimented Dr. 
Claud Smith for his excellent work in 
seeking to procure pure milk. 

Better Registration Laws. 

Mrs, Warren Boyd in her talk em- 
phasized the need of better registration 
laws. She also urged the creation of a 
public sentiment that would demand 
the establishment of a system of dis- 
trict nurses, who should aid in caring 
for new-born babies. Such a reform, 
aided by better milk, had decreased in- 
fant mortality 43 per cent in New 
York, 

Dr. Stewart Roberts gave a most in- 
teresting talk on “The School Child, 
Food and Hygiene.” 

Dr. Roberts proved himself a wise 
and sympathetic as well as a scientific 
student of this important educational 
problem. His paper has been publish« 
ed in full, and deserves the earnest at- 
tention of all mothers. 

Mrs. J. R. Little, president of the 
Atlanta Mothers’ Congress, made a 
thoughtful, earnest talk, proving her 
deep interest in and knowledge of the 
subject. 

Miss Celeste Parish struck the kéy- 
note of the school problem when she 
cited the need of more thoroughly 


trained teachers to develop and train: 
this precious asset of the nation—the | 


child. 

Mrs. Fred Hodgson told in a charm- 
ing, informal way of her own experi-, 
ence in the benefits of outdoor sleeping 
and playing for babies. 

Many others took part in the discus- 
sion, and with great effect; notably, Dr. 
R. R. Daly and Mrs. William Spiker. 
At the last, Dr. Bradley, to whom we 
owe the delightful program, expressed 
her pride and pleasure in the success 
of the opening meeting of this series 
of meetings, destined to mean so much 
in spreading the gospel. of hygiene and 
health. 

The large crowd present at this 
meeting convinced the management 
that a larger hall or assembly room 
must be secured for future meetings. 
AN ACCOUNT FROM MEMBER 

OF THE MEDICAL SOCIETY 


The crowded meeting between the 
Fulton County Medtfcal Society and 
the Women’s Clubs on Saturday night 
was a revelation to Atlanta. It was an 
evidence of how general and urgent a 
need exists in our midst for just tnis 
crystallization of forces. 

The physicians of Atlanta will re- 
ceive an inspiration from the eager 
questions of interested mothers, and 
the latter will gain much that is prac- 
tical and helpful from their scientific 
friends. Ten years ago open meetings 
between a medical society and a lay 
order would have been the height of 
all that is inethical and impossible. 
Today such conservatism is relegated 
to the traditions of the past. The pro- 
fession stands ready to further any 
cause of progressive philanthropy. 
Whether from a civic, humane or eco- 
nomic viewpoint, nothing more prac- 
tical or far-reaching could be insti- 
tuted in Atlanta today than this move- 
ment for the conservation of our public 
health.

Let them, then, get together 
and see how the standard of our 
public health may be raised by the 
persistent, progressive efforts of two 
such efficient forces. 

At least two points must have been 
carried from the meeting of Saturday 
night. 

First. That, if the infant mortality 
for the decade 1886 to 1896 shows a re- 
duction of 43 per cent over that of the 
decade 1865 to 1876, it is pretty good 
proof that by the aid of up-to-date 
methods of hygiene and sanitation we 
can raise good, sound babies, even in 
these strenuous days, when men and 
women alike have been forced far 
from the simple lives we can call 
wholesome. 

Second. That these discussions, judg- 
ing by the audience of the first meet- 
ing, will not reach the mothers who 
need them most unless the medical 
men and club women are prepared to 
carry it to them. The mothers in the 
outlying districts, the factory mother, 
the shop girl, “the little mother” who 
tends her baby brothers and sisters 
while the older members keep the pot 
boiling—these cannot be reached by 
meetings at Carnegie library. The lat- 
ter will create a spirit of right living, 
which means making our lives of use 
to those about us. If the perseverance, 
tenderness and intuitioag of our women, 
reinforced by the Knowledge and skill 
of our physicians, can convert this 
combination into a life-saving order. 
carried right to the homes of the needy, 
eould finer club work be féund?

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REPORT OF CARRIE 


DYER READING CLUB 
The Carrie Dyer Reading Club, of 
Acworth, was organized in March, 
1898, and joined the State Federation 
in™1906. It now has a membership of 
twenty-six active, enthusiastic work- 
ers. 
During the past four years the club 


has entered earnestly into the work | 


inspired by the federation. Small con- 
tributions have been made to the 
Students’ Aid Fund and te federation 
schools. Red Cross stamps were sold 
last vchristmag for the tuberculosis 
fund and most gladly the influence 
of the club with our state and nation. 
al law-makers has been used in urg- 
ing the passing of laws relative to 
pure food and the conservation of 
natura] resources. 

For the work accomplished in its 
home town the club may justly feel 
gratified and encouraged by results 
to greater efforts. Clean streets is 
the slogan and the necessity for a 
more sanitary condition in the town 
has been emphasized to the extent that 
the ladies themselves personally super- 
intended the work of cleaning-up. 

Through committees with efficient 
chairmen appointed by the club the 
city cemetery has been rescued from a 
state of wilderness and weeds into a 
city worthy of our dead, and a play- 
ground presented to the town by a 
generous citizen has been fenced and 
Plans are being formulated whereby 
it can be made into a delightful resort 
for children. 

Recently the purchase of a club 
house has given the club and its 
library of more than a thousand vol- 
umes a@ most delightful home. 

The home consists of an auditorium, 
&@ library and kitchen. The  audi- 
torium is well lighted, gomfortable and 
neatly furnished. The librdrian who 
is employed by the elub keeps the 
library open to the public one day 
in each week. 

During the current year about 
ninety books have been added to the 
library and current magazines are al- 
ways on file for the use of the public. 
The club also supports a circulating 
library of both books and magazines 
for the pleasure of the rural schools 
in the neighborhood of the town.

Mrs. B. w. Ross, president Alabama 
division U. C., read the following 
report at the general convention at 


Little Rock: 

“y regret exceedingly that Mrs. Ed- 
gar Jam: 3, the artistic designer of 
the beautiful confederate seal to be 
sold for the benefit of the Arlington 
monument fund, is not with you today 
to present this important matter ol 
the seals. Her personality is 80 
pleasing and ner heart 18 80 much in 
this work that she would impress one 
and all wieh what has already been 
done, and each one would be con- 
vyinced that great tnings may be and 
wil] be accomplished, first for Arling- 
ton and then for Shiloh in the near 
future. 

“After recesving the enthusiastic ap- 
proval of the president general, Mrs. 
Virginia McSherry, and of the presi- 
dent of the Alabama division, Mrs. 
James and her committee wrote to 
each division president, to the Arling- 
ton directcrs and to presidents of 
large city chapters. By April 26 
enough states and ghapters had re- 
sponded to enable the committee to 
have the die cut, arrange the coloring 
and order 1,000,000 seals. 

“The committee wishes to empha- 
size e fact that this seal does not 
in a way interfere with the Red 
Cross work. From the Red Cross 5o- 
ciety the committee has received the 
greatest nelp and courtesy and the 
hearty wish of ‘all success tO you. 
Whenever possible the Daughters of 
the Confederacy will] encourage anc 
promote the sase of Hed Cross seals. 
This confederate * seal may compete 
with others, but never with the Red 
Cross seal, for that docs not sell for 
beauty, but for duty.
